No other organization in the United States is duplicating the work 
in which we are engaged. Our Influence for moral, religious, economic 
and political righteousness is nation wide. Good people love us, while 
the International agents of destruction, hate and fear us, 

I have gone through a large accumulation of mail and chosen what I 
regard as my ’'preferred list” of friends and supporters across the 
Continent, You are in this group.

It is likewise requested 
that the Biireau obtain transcripts of any future radio talks 
by Smith and forward them to the Division. 

Reference is finally made to your memorandum to this 
Division dated Felaruary 11, 1942, wherein you stated that the 
Bioreau was conducting an investigation of Smith, to determine 
his possible affiliation with any subversive organizations.

Union, Inc . , 
etc. )"' In elaborating on this principle' SMITH said that he has:-.a son ap¬ 
proaching 19 years of age who has. already had seven, years of military ' 
training and 'when IxLs time' comes,.he will be inducted-into the arxpy. to . 
fight, but SMITH said that that 'does' not "ean that anyone will ever get . .. 
him to',rub his nose in the Red; flag of Russia. He stated-that, during the ; . 
persecutloh of a v/ar he believes that military alliances are all right, 
but he'is-firmly in favor-of keeping-all propaganda out of the United, 3,' 
States .even though it is issued by ,a foreign country bound, withthe United ' 
'States" by military alliance. SSTH-; reproached WALTER WINCHELL for calling-. 
-.him :pro-Nazi. He stated that. WIKCHELL forgets that SMITH openly condemns 
all foreign '!isms.". ' Nr ! 


, ' '. He then proceeded .to .praise Congressman'WOODRUFF-who 

favors the "Committee of 1,-000,000" and incorporated the editorial, "ife" 
Take .our Stand," into, the Congressional'record. SMITH then said that he 
is ail out for war, but first, he wants to make sure that he is fighting . 
the war, for. America.. He then' read the third principle, "To re-defirie . : 
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the■American National Character." 


The fourth princiole'- "To instill a new.spirit in Amer¬ 
ican youth; dedicated intellectually, and physically t o the. niaintenace of . 
American-institutions;" the fifth principle - "To issue a call to farmers 
and laborers to .resist what is knovm to be .an- international''plot, to make 
them part of a world revolution;" the- sixth principle - "To-re-dedicate the

Elaborating :on this sixth principle, .SMITH-s'tated that 
the Reds are persecuting Father COUGHLIN-and SMITH himself and are. Urgirg 
Attomey. General. BIDDLE through' "Nev/ JIasses,". official organ of the Coiriraun- ; 
ist Party, and through other mediate-to.-put COUGHLIN and SMITH in. jail. : .T' 
SJ.CETH said lhat it. is all ri^t - with, him if, the authorities put him in . jail -. 
tomorrow just so.they let.him speak the jt ruth-tonight. ’ SMITH thereupon re- ■ 
sumed his personal criticism of WALTER VITNCHELL'whom he termed "a lousy 
gutter snipe." He-.'says that at ^least he can boa'st that 'his.ovm namey has'- 
always;'been SMITH' (follovfed by .boos and-jeers), (directed at WALTER;-YCTNCHELL) 


SMITH never .got bo -the seventh principle which is set 
forth in the "Cross and the Flag" as,- "-To secure the maintenance•of a well 
defined'.standard of living." .He then went on to what he considered, the 
three:issues before the American'people. He read these from page 3 of .the 
"Cross and the Flag" ;a,s follov/s; n y' :. , . - . , I '

election this fall than they are .the .winning of the v/ar; ' These, same, men ;. 
are .attempting to change our form of Government while- our minds are concen;

SMITH- then invited the listeners to pay careful .-atten¬ 
tion to articles v/hich he would, read . v^ithout' announcing their authors , and 
then he would ask his audience to tell-him who wrote the articles . He - . 
said:'y"Listen carefully because I may be put -in jail for reading this. .. 
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; . The first article was a caustic, criticisin'of the present administration , 

;saying that the people knov/ and accept and'are taking the war seriously, . , 

... but that, confusion and,.inefficiency is all that the. pepple get from cabi- 
y net membehs PERKINS,';., ICKES, KMOX, STItlSON and HOPKINS ; The article ...con¬ 
tinued that people are not coraplaceht, they are- merely v/aiting for leader-. 

,ship. . .About 15 -persons in the audience guessed that.this article appeared 
in the Detroit .Free Press on April. 6,. 1942, written, by lIALCOL'i BINGAY.. 

SffiTH then revfarded the lucky guessers with-autographed copies of • the'April 
issue of "The Gross and the Flag.'' Later ■ he remarked that he never pub¬ 
lished any criticism of the Government stronger than these words by ilALCOLM 
BIMGAY. . " ■ ■ - ' F . 

He then read, another articl which said that Russia is.; ^ 
doing well in this war, —for Russia. The article' attacked the Russians 
as.being inherently selfish and advised that the United States should not 
send.all its arms to Russia because it may, need arms if the Russians re¬ 
verse their present policy again and join Japan in its attack on the United 
States . About 25 members guessed-that this article was .written by VPLLLIAIJ ■ 
RANDOLPH HURST and published in the Detroit Times. To the lucky guessers 
SMITH’awarded autographed copies'of the "Cross and the Flag" for April, 1942 
He then commented that his audience, which he termedas having been called 
"a lunatic fringe" by some members, o.f. the press', was merely exceptionally 
■ intelligent for being able to name'the authors of these articles. ■; SMITH 
then said that if the Federal authorities are going to arrest COUGHLIN and 
himselfi. for publishing seditious'comment s they would have to stop on their 
vray and get BINGAY and HURST.' '. ■ 

SMITH then explained that criticism is the soul.' of 
democratic government. He said that he.,>as not going to-speak in defense' 
of Father COUGHLIN because Father COUGHLIN needs no defense.

..Jury, investigation at this tine., but he'-really wants three .Grand Jury in- 
vestigatj.ons .- one into the assassination of.'HUEY LONG, a .second into the 
"Second Louisiana Purchase" .and a third into -the present distribution of 
alien propaganda in the United.States. He sta'ted that if called Upon 
in this,'third. Grand Jury investigation he will reveal the secret informa- 
tion in, his. possession that the. Comraunists now have' a death. grip., on. all 
war industries in Detroit , Michigan, .and that- if STALIN ever turns,against 
■ the United .States . there will not be-a single wheel turned in the/industries 
of, Detroit. SMITH said he vrould welcome an opportunity to present this,.

FRANKFURTER. ' At the mention of Justice FRAMFURTER'S name, the ..audience j ( 
emitted a.long and sustained hiss. and boo., At a meeting in Washington, 

D. Cty .according, to the: article, it was urged upon Justice FRANKFURTER . 

and other Government officials that the criticism, of the administration 

by members of the. United States Senate must be stopped and Senators be 
forced to,follow the dictates of the administration. 

^ Next, smith: suggested that one year hence .he vrould be, 
in one of three places - first, he ..said he may. be dead. He paid .this wculd 
be all right wah him because he Yrould.know at least that he died fighting 
for the truth.

News of May 3, 1942 » These articles contained little material of evidentiary 
value but the following excerpts were relevant to this investigation: 

SMITH was born in Pardeeville, VJisconsin February 27, 

189S to a Christian minister and his vdfe. He was educated at Butler Univer¬ 
sity School of Religion at Indianapolis, Indiana and Valparaiso University, 
In^ana, SMITH hin^elf became a minister in Footville, Wisconsin and Indian¬ 
apolis, Indiana before he went to Shreveport, Louisiana, V/hile preaching in 
church in Shreveport, Louisiana, SMITH became acquainted with HUEY LONS by 
suggesting the cessation of mortgage foreclosures by a building and loan com¬ 
pany* • Slum organized for HUEY LONG;>”Share the Wealth" clubs. In 1933 SMIH 
resigned his pulpit and surrendered the title of Reverend, 

'v'.-'iji^ter LONG*S death SMITH took over the leadership of the 
"Share the Wealth* ,:i8ipibs and he admitted that he had never been elected. 

When questioned about this he said, VI just told them I was running it and 
nobody has said I‘m not, so I guess I am.

"Congressman Short who was supposed to have appeared at the 
meeting, was not there* Smith read the telegram from him in vdiich he said

"Smith spoke about the war and said something like 'Just think 
of a military program which would embrace men between 18 and 64, and perhaps, 
also women' (obvious attempt to make the audience cognizant of the sacrifices 
involved in war)* 

"Smith stated that he was sorry the America* First Committee 
had decided to disband* The Committee of One Million will continue* 'I am 
going to see to it that when we win the victory, it will not be sold down to 
the Communists, the Internationalists, and the moneychangers.'

He told the store of a certain Fred Williams and another 
John Anderson, Communists, who through strikes helped close several factories 
and particularly some bearing- factories and paralyzed plane production. These 
people.

Smith said no, that's a bit too 
strong, and followed up with some wisecrack. 
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"He then read from some book which described a COTiraiinist anti- 
religion rally in Madison Square Garden in New York* He stated that he will 
not do anything to interfere with our military strategy, but we must fight 
Communism in this country, (Throughout his remarks on Communism, the impli¬ 
cation seemed to be present that somehow Communism is present in Washington,

smart fellow and knows how to get around the difficulty of not wanting to 
say certain things in public* He reiterated again the need of defending 
America first.

SAC. Bugas advised this morning that neither he nor any Agent in his office 
had ever discussed Rindeman or information that he had given to the Bureau with 
Harry Bennett or any member of the Ford Motor Company er with any informant who 
might have taken it to the Ford Motor Company. He sisatad that the "rather scanty 
information " given ty Rindeman has been kept confidential and has not been discussed 
outside the Detroit office. He stated Rindeman has always had a very cagey part 
and one of the reasons he has given for not talking is that he is afraid it will 
get out if he gives it to the Bureau and that he might later be called on to 
testify. Bugas pointed out it wouldn't be necessary for the Detroit office to 
tell Harry Bennett about information in Rindeman's possession because in the past 
Rindeman has woiiced for Harry Bennett udiile Gerald L.. K. Smith and Bemiett were 
still closely associated. He stated Rindeman has been and st ill is in very c lose 
contact with professional informants aroxind Detroit, such as I I b7C 

and that, of course, Snith knows what Rindeman knows about him. Since Smith sti*^ 
is in more- or less constant contact with Bennett he wovxld be in a position to 
advise Bennett what Rindesian knows about him.

The life, death, burial and resurrection of our Lord 
in terms of modern sales and production methods 
would have been described as a failure. 

Tliis magnificent and divine 
personality was introduced by 
the miracle of Bethlehem. He 
walked among the multitudes, 
feeding the hungry, comfort¬ 
ing the broken hearted, heal¬ 
ing the sick and raising the 
dead. Thousands upon thous¬ 
ands were attracted to him. 
The ailing were let down 
through the roofs of houses 
and the blind whose sight 
was restored leaped for joy. 
His crucifixion shook the 
earth and opened the graves 
of the dead. His resurrection 
was witnessed by such a wide 
variety of individuals and groups that it was to make 
the fact incontestable. 

The divine drama was consummated in the Ascen¬ 
sion as the disciples saw Him received out of their 
sight into heaven. 

In spite of all this, we come face to face with the 
New Testament record which reveals that only 120 
were fearlessly willing to be identified as His disciples. 
This in itself defines the satanic power of the Jew to 
terrify the followers of Jesus. Even the 120 were afraid 
to assemble in the open. They met in an upper room 
“for fear of the Jews.” 

On the first Pentecost following the resurrection. His 
disciples, led by Peter, appeared before devout men 
who had gathered from every nation on earth.

Even Peter did not possess 
the power of eloquence and the skill of logic to move 
this multitude. However, his dedication, matched 
with the dedication of his brethren, inspired divine 
destiny to use him and his brethren as the channel 
through which the miracle of God was to manifest 
itself. \\'isdom fell from Peter’s lips as though pouring 
forth from the throne of God. The gift of tongues 
and the dynamic manifestation of the Holy Spirit 
created a miraculous reaction w'hich indicted the un¬ 
believers and inspired the skeptics to cry out, “Wfliat 
shall w'e do to be saved?” 

In these days w'hen any balance sheet which can be 
Struck would indicate a terrific lack in the fulfillment 
and fruition of the Ghri.stian dynamic, let us remind 
ourselves that it is physically and literally impossible 
for us to save America or Ghristian civilization as such 
with political platforms, ideological formuli or the 
wisdoms of intellectualism. These, the great construc¬ 
tive accomplishments of man, have their value, but 
they do not glow forth with the radiation of victory 
until they have paid adequate and full tribute to the 
miracle-w'orking power of God Almighty as revealed 
through Jesus Ghrist. Givilization is not civilization 
unless it is Ghristian. The forces of Satan are stronger 
than the forces of man. The only way that man can 
make his life stronger than the life of Satan is when 
he, in faith, recognizes the necessity of the Miraculous 
Power of the divine chaperone.

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Give Me Liberty or Give Me Peath 


Patrick Henry 

Editor’s Note: It occurred to the editors of this periodical that the readers might appreci¬ 
ate refreshing their memories concerning the remarks of the great patriarch and patriot. 
Patrick Jienry delivered on March 23, 1775, before the Second RevoIutiotMity Convention of 
Virginia in the old churdi in Richmond. 


No man thinks more highly than I do of the patriot-; 
ism, as well as abiliti^, of the very worthy gentlemen 
who have just addressed the House. But different men 
often see the same subject in different lights; and, 
therefore, I hope it will not be thought disr^pectful. 
to those gentlemen, if, entertaining as I do opinions of 
a character very opposite to theirs, I shall speak forth 
my sentiments freely and without reserve. This is no 
time for ceremony. 

The question before the House is one of awful mo¬ 
ment to this country. For my own part, I consider it as 
xrothing less than a question of freedom or slavery; 
and in proportion to the magnitude of the subject 
ought to be the freedom of the debate. It h only in 
this way that we can hope to arrive at truth, and fulfill 
the great responsibility which we hold to God and our 
country. Should I keep back my opinions at such a 
time, through fear of giving offense, I should consider 
myself as guilty of treason toward my country, and o^ 
an act of disloyalty toward the Majesty of Heaven,' 
which I revere above all earthy kings. 

^fr. President, it is natural to man to indulge in the 
illusions of hope. U'e are apt to shut our eyes against 
a painful truth, and listen to the song of that siren, till 
she transforms us into beasts. Is this the part of wise 
men, engaged in a great and arduous struggle for 
liberty? Are we disposed to be of the number m those, 
who, having eyes, see not, and having ears, hear not, 
the things which so nearly concern their temporal sal¬ 
vation? For my part, whatever anguish of spirit it rnay 
cost, I am willing to know the whme truth, to know the 
worst, and to provide for it. 

I have but one lamp by which my feet are guided, 
and that is the lamp of experience. I know of no way 
of judging of the future but by the past. And judging 
by the past, I wish to know what there has been in the 
conduct of the British ministry for the last ten years to 
justify those hopes, with which gentlemen have been 
pleas^ to solace themselves and the House. Is it, that 
insidious smile with which our petition has been lately 
received? Trust it not, sir; it will prove a snare to your 
feet. Suffer not yourselves to be betrayed with a kiss. 
Ask yourselves how this gracious reception of our peti.-; 
tion comports with those warlike preparations wmeh, 
cover our waters and darken our land. Are and 
armies necessary to a work of love and reconciiiation? 
Have we shown ourselves so unwilling to be recon¬ 
ciled that force must be called in to win oack our love? 
Let Us ‘not deceive ourselves, sir. These are the imple¬ 
ments of war and subjugation; the last arguments to 
which kings resort.

I ask gentlemen, sir, what means this martial array, 
if its purpose be not to force us to submission? Can 
gentlemen assign any other possible motive for it? Has 
Great Britain any enemy in this quarter of the world 
to call for all this accumulation of navies and annies? 
No, sir, she has none. They are m^nt for us: they can 
be meant for no other. They are sent over to bind and 
rivet upon us those claims which the British ministry 
have l^n so long forging. And what have we to op¬ 
pose to them? Shall we try argument? Sir, we have 
Deen trying that for the last ten years. Have we any-: 
thing new to offer upon the subject? Nothing. We have 
held the subject.up in every light of which it is capa¬ 
ble; but it has been all in vain. 

Shall we, resort to entreaty and humble supplication? 
What terms shall we find which have not been already 
exhausted? Let us not, I beseech you, sir, deceive our- 
selyes longer. Sir, we have done everything that could 
be done, to avert the stonn which is now coming on. 
We have j^titioned; we have remonstrated; we nave- 
supplicated; we have prostrated ourselves before the 
throne, and have implored its interi»sition to arrest 
the tyrannical hands, of the ministry and .Parliament, 
Our petitions have been slighted; our remonstrances 
have produced additional violence and insult; oiu; sup¬ 
plications liave I>een disregarded, and we have, been 
spurned, with contempt, from the foot of the throne! 

In vain, after these things, may we indulge the fond 
hope of peace and reconciliation. There is no longer 
any room for hope- If we wish to be free — if we mean 
to preserve inviolate those inestimable privileges for 
which we have besen so long contending — if we mean 
not basely to abandon the rroble strug^e in which we 
have been so long engaged, and which we have 
pledged ourselves never to abandon, until the glorious 
object of our contest shall be obtain^ — we must fight! 
I repeat it, sir, we must, fight! An. appeal to arms and. 
to the God of Hosts is all that is left us! 

They tell us, sir, that we are weak — unable to cope 
with so formidable an adversary. But when shall we 
be stronger? Will it be the next week, or the next year? 
VVill it be when we are totally disarmed, arid when a 
British guard shall be station^ in every house? Shall 
we gather strength by irresolution and inaction? Shall 
we acquire the means of effectual resistance by lying 
supinely on our backs and buying the delusive phan¬ 
tom of hope, until our enemies snail have bound us 
hand and foot? 

Sir, we are not weak if we & pmper use. of 
those m^ns which the God of .mtUrq has placed in

FINKELSTEIN 


Rabbi Louis Finkelstein seems 
to be the spiritual and intel¬ 
lectual mentor of Chief Justice Earl Warren of the 
Supreme Court. The Chief Justice has been carrying 
on a sort of Tootsie-Footsie’ game with this aggressive 
Jew who claims to speak with authority concerning 
what is right and wrong in the world. 


Shortly before this went to press he made an ad¬ 
dress at the University of Judaism in Los Angeles in 
which he attacked right wing movements. He spe¬ 
cialized on the John Birch Society which is headed by 
a fine, Christian patriot by the name of Robert Welch 
and whose membership is made up of Americans of 
unimpeachable character and reputation. 


This Jew who claims to tell our Supreme Court 
what is right and wrong and who at one time brought 
Earl \Varren to New York for special training actually 
had the brass and the gall and the crooked nerve to 
say “the John Birch Society and its type of organiza¬ 
tion is more dangerous than either the Communist 
Chinese or the Soviet Russians.”

The petition asked for the impeach¬ 
ment of Chief Justice Earl Warren and other members 
of the Supreme Court because of their consistent decisions 
favorable to Communism and in opposition to Christian 
tradition.

The United States has pumped a total of $1,SC4,2I8,- 
000 into the United Nations, its specialized agencies, and 
related special programs since 1946, official year-end 
figures showed today. The total is more than 47 per cent 
of U. N. cost. The 109 other member nations together 
accounted for the remainder. 

Despite the huge outlay, the U. N. finds itself opening 
its 18th year wallowing in debt. 

Member states have welshed on $123,791,131 of then- 
assessed shares of various activities, particularly the costly 
“peace-keeping” ventures in the Congo and middle east, 
at the close of business last Friday, final working day of 
the year. 


Because of this mass refusal to pay up, the U. N. is 
living a precarious life by selling a special 200 million 
dollar bond issue. So far, 37 countries have actually laid 
out $120,845,680 in cash for purchases. Twenty others 
have made pledges. 

The United States, on a 50-50 matching basis, has 
absorbed $59,672,840 of the bond issue.

The magazine with the largest cir- 
culation in the world (Readers Di- 
OUTLIIMcIJ gest) was courageous enough to 
condense a report which appeared earlier in the U. S. 
News ir World Report. The Digest article appeared 
November, 1962. This particular issue should be in the 
file of every research student and every courageous 
and intelligent patriot interested in exactly what is 
going on in the world today. The title of the article is 
The Night the Reds Clinched Cuba. Its first paragraph 
reads as follows: “A fateful decision, made by Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy on Sunday, April 16, 1961, is rising now 
to plague the United States.” 


The reference refers to the Bay of Pigs episode when 
the United States was giving confidential and secret 
support to a band of heroic Cuban patriots in their 
attempt to recover their homeland and re-establish a 
pro-American Christian regime on the island which 
had been taken over by Khrushchev’s stooge, Fidel 
Castro. 


It is now a matter of common knowledge that cer¬ 
tain promises were made by the President and others 
to these heroes necessary for victory.

Cuba has 500 Russian anti-aircraft missiles and 144 
missile launchers at 24 bases ringing the island. 

This powerful missile arsenal, far gi-eater than previ¬ 
ously had been reported, shows up in an official United 
States list of Communist arms in Cuba. 

The list is up to date and is based on what this gov¬ 
ernment believes to be solid intelligence. 

Other items include more than 60 surface-to-surface 
short-range missiles, more than 100 MIC jet fighters, some 
3,000 anti-aircraft guns, mortars, field-artillery pieces and 
assault guns, 350 medium heavy tanks, 34 submarine 
chasers and missile and motor torpedo boats and 70 heli¬ 
copters. 

All of this is in addition to planes, trucks and ^armaments 
Cuban Premier Castro inherited from the Fulgencio Ba¬ 
tista regime. The makes are American, British and Italian. 

To use this equipment, Castro can muster a force of 
more than 250,000—about 75,000 in the standing army 
and the balance in the ready reserve and the home guard. 

American experts say there is nothing in all Latin 
America close to matching Castro’s military muscle. Not 
even Brazil, a giant that takes in over half of the South 
American continent and has a population of more than 
70,000,000 (compared with Cuba’s 6,OO0,OOO), can play 
in the same military league with Castro.

MANAGED NEWS 

of the Chicago Sun-Times raises a very significant 
question. Just how mueh truth is being kept from us 
under the formula of what this Administration calls 
managed news? The Chicago editor deals with one 
particular situation, the situation which involves the 
Siberian Christian peasants who tried to escape from 
their taskmasters. The comment speaks for itself. 


The case of the .32 Siberian peasants who traveled 
2,000 miles to take refuge in the American Embassy in 
Moscow and who were turned over to the Russians almost 
immediately is a tragic talc. 

The right of political asylum in an embassy does not 
exist anywhere except in Latin America, according to ex¬ 
perts in international law. No embassy in Europe or the 
United States has any legal right to harbor anyone. (The 
case of Cardinal Mindszenty is a historic exception.} 
American Embassy was acting in accordance with infests^ 
tional law in turning the refugees over to their own 
ernment—as the Russian Embassy in Washington wbtwd^ 
have to act if Americans tried to take refuge there. To 
refuse to release them would be a violation of international 
law. 

While the ofiBcials of the American Embassy in Mos¬ 
cow acted in accordance with the dictates of international 
law in turning the Siberian peasants back to their own gov¬ 
ernment, there is no excuse for the actions these same 
embassy officials took to manage the news of the event. 

The embassy officials first barred American newsmen 
from the embassy. Then a wooden barrier was erected by 
the American Embassy so the refugees could be trans¬ 
ferred from the embassy building into a Russian bus with¬ 
out being seen. Russian policemen on _U.S. Embassy 
grounds Uireatened American newsmen with confiscation 
of their cameras if they dared to take pictures of the 
refugees. 

The attitude of the American Embassy officials in this 
instance seemed to be pro-Russian instead of pro-Ameri¬ 
can. They seemed more interested in co-operating, with 
the Russians than in letting America know what was hap¬ 
pening. 

This is not an inconsistent attitude of late. More and 
more we seem to be arriving at a situation where the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States——and its lesser officials— 
insist on managing the news as they see_ fit. An NBC «- 
porter in Berlin charges U.S. officials with censoring the 
news and intimidating American reporters. This is a seri¬ 
ous charge and merits a serious answer. 

The State Department’s reply to this charge is merely 
arrogant. A spokesman for the State Department said: 


“The policy of United States officials in Bonn, Berlin and 
Washington is to provide information to the press and 
public as speedily and forthcomingly as the United States 
and allied interests allow.” 

Certainly it is time to remind these officials that there 
is in existence a document known as the Constitution of 
the United States. There is a First Amendment to this 
Constitution that reads: 

“Congress shall make no law respiH:ting an establish¬ 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; 
or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the 
right of the people peacefully to assemble, and to petition 
the government for a redress of grievances.” 

This means that the people have the right to know what 
is going on. That right must be honored.

a member of Britain’s Parliament, visited Houston, 
Texas, in January. He was interviewed concerning the 
situation in Europe. When asked concerning NATO he 
said: “If Russia decided to move into Germany the 
NATO forces wouldn’t last 72 hours.” 


Further on in the interview, Mr. Paget said: “The 
defense situation in Germany is lamentable, not 
through lack of manpower, but because the forces are 
not properly disposed. They are doing nothing about 
fortifying or digging or any of the prerequisite.s of 
defense.” 

Perhaps this explains why General Edwin Walker 
was fired from his German post because he insi.sted 
that we were practicing a “no win” policy.

China. This mainland fell into the hands of the Bolshe¬ 
viks with the aid and comfort and support of traitors 
in the woodwork of the Government of the United 
States following World War II. China could never 
have become a Communist nation if they had not had 
the help of certain men in positions of great power in 
the Government of the United States. ^ 


Chiang Kai-shek, the Christian patriot who Jfsi to 
Formosa and took with him several million of his fol¬ 
lowers, has now established a strong base with a strong 
army. He could invade the mainland of China and 
overthrow the Bolshevik regime if the United States 
of America would permit him. Our diplomatic repre¬ 
sentatives have virtually promised the world that we 
would not permit Chiang Kai-shek to re-invade the 
homeland and restore his people to their liberties. It 
seems that this formula which has grown like a cancer 
inside the diplomatie policy of the United States Gov¬ 
ernment is the same all over. We don’t permit the 
patriots of Hungary to recover their homeland. We run 
out on the Cuban heroes as they are about to re-invade 
their native soil, and we put the veto on Chiang Kai- 
shek right now when he would like to move in against 
the R^ tyrants who have enslaved his homeland and 
slaughtered nearly one hundred million of his fellow 
citizens. 
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When interviewed a short while ago, the great 
Chinese patriotic General said: *The place to destroy 
Asiatic Communism is in Red China, not along its 
edg*."

It is unfortunate for the 
American Negro that their 
most prominent spolcesman in Washington giv« the 
appe^ance of a hoertine, a hypocrite, a grafter and a 
political charlatan. 

Congressman Adam Clayton Powell, believe, it. or 
not, holds down the pastorate of one of the'^iargest 
Baptist churches in Harlem. The only way that hts 
Negroid background can be detected is bv hiS con¬ 
fession of same. He could dress hke a Spanish Don and 
appear as one of the most handsome £x>tharios in the 
National Capital. He is tall, dynamic, intelh'gent, cun¬ 
ning and ruthless. He seems to be able to get any 
appropriation that he wants for Harlem. His church 
congregation seems not to be bothered with his di¬ 
vorces and comings and goings and symptoms of liber-^ 
tinism. He leaves his latest wife in a Puerto Rico 
mansion, and Journeys off to Europe with members of 
his staff, including two white secretaries. He travels 
at Government exxjense’ and receives additional 
amounts of currency from the Embassies visited- This, 
currency is furnished, by special appropriations and 
the amounts supplied are seldom publiciz<^. 

An article which appeared, in. a national magazine 
some time back discussing the background of Powell 

a about convinced me that he is not a Negro. His, 
ground of questionable legitimacy and mongrel 
breeding caused.him to be matured in an environment 
where it s^med practical, for him to pose as a Negro., 
He has done so, and is today one of the most powerful 
men in.America. He holds the Negro vote in the palm, 
of his hand. He knows that Harlem is the balance of 
power in any election in New York, and that New 
York can very easily be the balance of power in a 
Pir^idential election. Eisenhower was afraid of him 
and Truman was afraid of, him, and Kennedy almost 
shivers when Powell speaks. When interviewee by the 

? ress concerning Powell’s unorthodox conduct, the 
resident, of the United States said, “I am not em-: 
barrassed by Mr. Powell. The thing J[ am interested in 
is the legislation that he supports and that I support 
and on vraich we are agreed. 

I have more respect for Powell than-I have for the 
white men in the government who cower in his pres-. 
ence, because they are afraid of his vote-manipulating 
authority. 

U. S. Senator Williams of Delaware and Congress¬ 
man Bruce of Indiana have done a thorough job of 
research on the Powell career. They doubtless will ex-: 
pose Powell, but I doubt seriously if they will liquidate, 
him ^ a politician. They vrfll pernaps wind up smeared, 
in the Jew journals and the Negro journals and in the 
eirculation-nungry prostituted metropolitan journals as 
bigots and anti-Negro. 


AN HONORABLE 

VENTURE ers of free sp^h and 

free pr«s and civil liberties, as such, .have usually 
been made up of people appearing to be symj^thetic 
to the left. The American Civil Liberties Union and 
its coordinating groups were organized in the old days 
by sincere liber^ who believe that free spe^h was 
for everyone regardless of their opinion. They believ^ 
that, the free speech highway was like an automobile 
highway. It is to be kept open at all times whether it 
is to be travelled By gangsters or bishops, saints or 
sinners, statesmen or criminals. They contended that 
it was the business of the law enforcement agencies to 
airrest the criminals, incarcerate them and subject them 
to the enforcement of the law, but it was not their 
right to close the highways. They insisted that any.law- 
abiding citizen has the right to expr^ his opinion 
regardi^s of how unorthodox or shocking it may be.. 

These viewpoints of course were just plain old-: 
faSldoned Jeffersonian philosophies. 

There was no Communism, however, when Jefferson 
lived.. The satanic intrigue of Jew-invented Marxism 
caught the nmve American public offguard. Many sin¬ 
cere liberals embraced the American Civil Lirerties 
Union and its coordinates out of sentiment and sincere 
love of liberty. The integrity of these sincere and wme- 
times sappy liberals was ruthlessly exploited by those, 
wbo conspired, against our way of life. This resulted 
in a situation which found the American Civil. Liberties. 
Union almost, totally preoc^pied in the defense of 
free speech for Communist traitors. Occasionally in 
order to keep the record straight, a, leader of the 
American Civil Liberties Union would come, to my 
defense when Jew-controlled communities and smear- 
influenced oEScials began to deny me meeting halls, 
radio outlets and television appearanc;^. 

Tn the 40’s the American Civil Liberties Union split, 
right down the middle over one issue: Shall we defend 
the right of Gerald L. K. Smith to speak? It closed the 
Chicago, oflSpe. It created an epidemic of resignations.. 
When the so-called civil liberties outfit called the Civil 
Rights Federation sprung up it became the self-con-. 
fessed and avowed agent of the Communist Party. 
Gradually the American Civil Liberties Union recov¬ 
ered its )^ise. I c^e to California to speak. The head 
of the organization in California in Los Angeles at that, 
time was the Rev.. Dr. Taft. He wa:s a Congregational 
minister and had spent his lifetime defending civil 
liberties.. The Jews and their ilk were determined that 
I should not be allowed to speak in California. They 
organized lynch mobs. They marched on school 
housK. In some instances it required as many as one 
thousand police to protect me from being killed- Eddie 
Cantor, IMdie Robinson, Olivia dellavilland, Bette 
Davis and a wide vaxiety of ridh and prominent movie 
stars marched on the Briard of Education and tried to 
persuade it to deny me the use of sch(x>l auditoriums, 
which had already been,granted to Communists and. 
their ilk under a State law which permitted the use of 
schex)! auditoriums by any and all law-abiding entizens 
regardless of their viewpoints. 
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Dr. Taft said: “This is the acid test. If the American 
Civil Liberties Union will not defend the right of 
Gerald L. K. Smith to speak, it is hypocritical and 
fraudulent.” 

So the American Civil Liberties Union of Los An¬ 
geles and California came to my defense and joined 
with my attorneys in opening school auditoriums to my 
meetings, but the pressure on Dr. Taft was so terrific 
and the antagonism that oflBcial Jewry manifested 
toward him was so vindictive that he resigned and 
joined the Christian Nationalist Crusade. This seems 
almost unbelievable, but it is true. 

In recent years the American Civil Liberties Union 
has given lipservice to the right wing patriots who 
have been persecuted and denied free speech, but 
they have devoted 98% of their finances and their en¬ 
ergies to the task of defending Communist traitors be¬ 
yond the Constitutional limits implied in free speech. 
If a man stands up in a meeting hall and advocates 
that his auditors all go down and rob the First National 
Bank, he has gone beyond the exercise of free speech, 
just as when a Communist holds a meeting implying 
the desire to overthrow our government by force, he 
has not only abused the right of free speech, but he 
has denied himself the right to say those things. 

In recent years dedicated patriots have risen up to 
challenge tyranny and bureaucratic dictatorship in 
Washington and elsewhere. Usually they are picked 
up on some trumped up charge, their character is as¬ 
sassinated, they are held up to scorn and ridicule in 
the community, and eventually liquidated by arrest, 
imprisonment or other abuses. 

Dr. Robert Morris, who was at one time Chief Coun¬ 
sel for the Internal Security Committee of the U. S. 
Senate and who later became the President of the Uni¬ 
versity of Dallas, is a dedicated man. In fact, he is so 
dedicated that he finds it impossible to tie himself 
down with conventional enterprises. He has, therefore, 
permitted himself to be made the leader in the launch¬ 
ing of a noble enterprise in the formation of an organ¬ 
ization to be known as Defenders of American Liber¬ 
ties. He says that the organization which he heads will 
defend the freedom of all people whether they be right 
or left, but they are going to concentrate on seeing to 
it that right wing victims of persecution are not 
neglected. The spirit of this organization is defined in 
the fact that the first individual to experience the help 
of this organization was none other than General 
Edwin Walker. With all due respect to the personal 
attorneys of General Walker, it is my belief that if Dr. 
Robert Morris had not been on the job in the right 
lace at the right moment, the great General might 
ave been lowered into a ‘snakepit’ for lunatics and 
completely liquidated as a leader of American people. 


When the American Rhodes scholars, educated in Eng¬ 
land with the money of an Englishman who intended that 
they should help to bring the United States back into the 
British empire, were shown in The Tribune to be occupy¬ 
ing high positions in our federal government, the Tribune 
offered them space in its columns to absolve themselves 
of the suspicion of seditious activity. 

The Tribune named 49 Rhodes scholars and 14 other 
Oxonians on the federal pay roll and identified their jobs, 
most of them policy making positions. It told how Cecil 
John Rhodes, the great diamond and gold mine proprietor 
and British imperialist, conspired to launch a political revo¬ 
lution. His Oxford scholarships were intended to establish 
“a secret society” aimed at extending British rule through¬ 
out the world, and particularly over the United States. 

Not one of these imperialist trained Americans who in¬ 
vited suspicion by accepting the Rhodes gratuity has of¬ 
fered to affirm his loyalty to the United States or to deny 
devotion to Rhodes’ imperialism. Their silence will not allay 
suspicion, but can only serve to heighten it. 

The Rhodes scholars, who are supporting various inter¬ 
national schemes, insist that the United States, as a sov¬ 
ereign nation, must cease to exist. They maintain that 
through pact and alliance it must become the tail of the 
British late in any post-war world acceptable to them. 
The success of the Oxford conspiracy in America must be 
a source of immense satisfaction to Cecil Rhodes’ country¬ 
men. 

Any man who chose to have himself educated in a for¬ 
eign country, no matter what country it was, must fall 
under suspicion along with the Rhodes scholars. He delib¬ 
erately turned his back on the advantage of an American 
education to be schooled as a foreigner. It is inevitable 
that the alien viewpoints gained through study in foreign 
countries during impressionable years will be retained. 

With the Oxford conspiracy before the nation as an ex¬ 
ample, it would be wise now for congress to pass a law 
requiring all foreign educated Americans to register with 
the federal government, and it might be a good idea to 
have them finger printed as well. 

Editors Note: Confirming the apprehension ex¬ 
pressed in the above quoted editorial, let the reader 
be reminded that the Chairman of the Foreign Re¬ 
lations Committee of the U. S. Senate, William Ful- 
bright of Arkansas, is a Rhodes scholar. He was the 
one who allowed himself to be used by “hidden hand’ 
manipulators to present a confidential memo to the 
President of the United States recently advocating 
that right wing enthusiasts in positions of power in 
'the Armed Services be disciplined or removed. The 
President took his advice. For some time this memo 
was referred to by research students as a ‘mystety 
memo.’ Later it was identified as the work of Wil¬ 
liam J. Fulbright. The President embraced the Ful- 
bright memo, which resulted in the liquidation of 
General Edwin Walker, and the word went out 
through the Armed Forces that all speeches against 
Communism being made by military officials must be 
reviewed and approved by certain censors inside the 
woodwork. In other words it became dangerous for 
a high military official to go into the town next to his 
Army installation and make a red hot speech against 
Communism.

Some members of the Scarsdale church said the presence 
of the North White Plains visitors had been a “surprise” 
to most of the congregation. 

In New York, Bishop Donegan said Kempsell had re¬ 
signed voluntarily. "He has informed me,” the bishop said, 
“that he feels be does not have the unanimous sup^t of 
the church wardens and vestry, in the present and plaimed 
programs of the parish. He has assured me that the rea* 
sons for this situation are a variety of circumstance rather 
than any one particular incident and that his decision was 
made vrith the interest of the parish in mind.” 

Wardens and vestrymen, in accepting the resignation, 
“recognized gratefully” the “loyalty and devotion of Father’ 
Kempsell” and said his decision was accepted “with deep- 
regrets.” 

“His resignation,” they added, “deprives us of the pas¬ 
toral services of a spiritually courageous, revered and re¬ 
spected priest.” 

In January, 1961, Father Kempsell announced from his 
pulpit that certain members were no longer welcome to 
receive holy communion because of activity he felt consti¬ 
tuted religious discrimination. 

Involved was the Scarsdale Golf dub and the annual 
holly ball, in whidi debutantes are introduced to West¬ 
chester society. 

He liad discovered, he. said, that the ball committee, 
made op ’Of jirominent Westchester persons, had barred a 
from acting as escort to one of the debutantes. 

Xr< talk, Kempsell described discrimination as a “sin 
against: ilodf adding that parishioners who were mem- 
ifes of , the committee would not be welcome to conv 
muhimi. They could, he said, return when they had “made 
their with God” through general or individiul con-. 

fyssifasi, 

The actiem was controversial in that some of the mem-

bership felt the rector should have first spoken privately to 
affected members before speaking out on the issue. 

However, the reaction to Kempsell’s stand brought al¬ 
most immolate action within the Scarsdale Golf Club 
which, at that time, had 875 members—but no Jews. 
Within 11 days its board of governors announced a new 
policy permitting members to invite guests of any race or 
creed. 

During the controversy it was revealed that the Jewish- 
bom youth barred from the holly bail pageant was aii 
Episcopalian and a member of the Church of St. James 
the Less. Born of a Jewish father and a Roman Catholic 
mother, he had been confirmed two years before the inci¬ 
dent. 

Kempsell’s action won the praise of Presiding Bishop 
Arthur Lichtenberger and Bishop Donegan. 

Some members of the church left the parish after the 
ball controversy; however, the membership has grown dur¬ 
ing Kempsell’s tenure. One recent report indicated some 
financial or budget difficulties, although in Scarsdale the 
average family income has reached $29,276 per year— 
the highest in the nation. 

A newspaper survey of parish officials and parishioners 
indicated that the great majority was “fond” of the rector 
yet pointed out an “exuberance” or an independence on 
what he considered to be religious principle. 

Kempsell said he had at present no plans for the future. 
He is married and the father of six children. 

Wardens and vestrymen announced the Kempsell family 
would continue to live in a large house on the church 
grounds while the priest was engaged in “exploring new 
opportunities” and they sought a new rector. Meanwhile 
his salary continues. 


WHO WAS LENIN? SrS!''aT Z 

leaders in the promotion of the Soviet Bolshevik Revo¬ 
lution were Jews except Lenin. Now comes a memo 
from one Dr. Judy Jewel, widow of an important per¬ 
sonality in the Imperial household of the late Nikolay 
II. The name Judy Jewel is a pseudonym in order that 
she may be protected from potential persecuting ene¬ 
mies. The memo which she submits concerning Lenin 
reads as follows: 

Brief of Facts from the Imperial Russian Okhrana 
(Secret Security Police) on Lenin, the Bloody and Stalin, 
the Steel. 

The following information was passed on to the Okhrana 
Members from 1905 onward: 

Lenin, called the Bloody, was born April 10, 1870, in a 
small village in the vicinity of Odessa, South of Russia, 
as a son of llko Sroul Goldmann, a German Jew, and Sofie 
Coldmann, a German Jewess. Lenin was circumcised as 
Haim Goldmann. By trade his father was a tailor and his 
mother a hat maker. 

During the reign of Emperor Alexander II, the Lib¬ 
erator, this Goldmann family was exiled to Siberia because 
of smuggling unlawfully tailored goods outside of the 
"Pale of Settiement.” According to the old Imperial Rus¬ 
sian law, such offenders were not imprisoned in Siberia, 
but sent there for permanent settlement. This happened in 
1877 to the Goldmann family when Haim was 7 years old. 

On their way to Siberia, during a stop-over at Simbirsk, 
one of the Kalmyk escorts of the prisoners had a relative, 
Ilya TJlianov, who a short time ago had lost his son by 
drowning. It happened that Ulianov’s son was about the 
same age as Haim Goldmann. Ulianov liked this bri^t 
youngster and persuaded them to leave Haim for a while 


in Simbirsk. Since Ulianov’s wife was a Jewess this made 
the Goldmanns happy and their son, Haim, was left in 
Simbirsk. Later Ilya and Maria Ulianov adopted Haim 
Goldmann, and named him Vladimir Ilyich Ulianov. 

The name “Lenin” was adopted by Vladimir Ulianov 
(Haim Goldmann) many years later when he was in exile 
in Siberia, near the River Lena. 

Lenin’s stepfather was a Kalmyk—thus not a Russian 
and not even a Slav. His stepmother was a German-Polish 
Jewess. At home they would always speak Yiddish. Ilya 
Ulianov was a merchant-teacher, and the principal of a 
Simbirsk four year Public School. He was a well liked 
person and received a Government citation for his services 
—that of a “Statsky Sovietnik” or Civil Councelor, an 
honor to anyone of peasant origin. 

Lenin married N. Ki'upskaya, a Jewess. They had no 
children. 

Lenin was also known as alias Ninin and Cederboom. 
Lenin had no “doubles,” but he was apprehended several 
times disguised as a woman, utilizing a reddish wig, and 
looked better as a woman than a man. 


||^^pAT|T|mC In the minds of certain 
' * I Wl/C Southgi-jj statesmen, former 
Congressman Brooks Hays is a skalawag, an associate 
of carpetbaggers, and a compromising traitor to the 
racial traditions of the South. He is not an extremist 
advocate of integration, but when the test came in 
Little Roek, he sided with the compromisers and be¬ 
came the pet candidate of the Jewish Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League, the political carpetbaggers and the ef¬ 
fete sentimentalists who promote race mixture and 
mongrelization. 

He was defeated for Congress by Dr. Dale Alford, 
who served two terms as Congressman in Washing¬ 
ton. Readers of this magazine may wonder what hap¬ 
pened to Congressman Alford. His Congressional Dis¬ 
trict was abolished because of the loss of population 
in the State of Arkansas. Mr. Alford sought the Gov¬ 
ernorship thinking that Governor Faubus would not 
run for re-election. At the last minute Faubus an¬ 
nounced his candidacy and of course the well oiled 
Faubus machine was victorious. 

The abolition of Congressman Alford’s district, plus 
his defeat as a candidate for Governor of Arkansas, 
sent him into a political eclipse. His name, however, 
will live in the rich history of Arkansas as tbe name of 
a man who carried the torch and stood foursquare in 
defense of Christian faith. Constitutional tradition and 
racial self-respect at a time when men of that char¬ 
acter were altogether too few. 

Now back to Brooks Hays. As a reward for his 
compromising political strategy, he was given a bu¬ 
reaucratic job in Washington, D. C., by the Kennedy 
machine. The title which was given to him by the 
President is Special Assistant to President Kennedy. 

Now for the point of this story. On Monday night, 
anuary 21, 1963, a young Negro broke into the H^s 
lome, located only two blocks from the Capitol. The 
>lack intruder cornered Mrs. Hays in an upstairs bed¬ 
room. She was doing some special work with scissors 
which she held in her hand. The Negro grabbed the 
scissors away from her, and in doing so cut her hand. 
He then pointed the scissors at Mrs. Hays and said, 
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"Give me some money or I’ll kill you.” In her struggle 
to escape she fractured her wrist. The black intruaer 
then forced her back upstairs, still threatening to kill 
her. She took some money from her dresser drawer, 
threw it down the stairs and told the Negro, "Go and 
get it if you want it." When he turned to go down¬ 
stairs, she called the police. 

Atrocities such as this are now common in the Nar 
tion’s ^pital because of the loose manner in which 
the Washington politicians have handled the irre¬ 
sponsible Negro population. Washington, D. C., as a 
self-resperting community no longer exists. The 
Negroes have taken it over. First it was dangerous to 
walk on the street in, the night. Then it was also dan¬ 
gerous to walk on the street in the daytime. Now it 
is dangerous for one even to be in his own home. 

When vdll the responsible citizens of America wrest 
control' over the policy of our Nation from ■ these 
demagogues and vote-hungry politicians who are de-:

The State Department of 
the United States Govern¬ 
ment has become an arro¬ 


gant, bumbling, tyrannical, stupid, cunning, ruthless 
bureaucracy. How can we define it with such para¬ 
doxical remarks such as “stupid” and “cunning.”

will learn that the bloodshed in the Congo and the 
U.N. war against Tshombe and the independence of 
Katanga Province was motivated by international fi¬ 
nancial manipulators that had in it a conspiratorial 
profit motive. 

In a dispatch which just came to my desk, I find 
that someone has resurrected a statement made by 
Congressman Donald Bruce of Indiana on the floor 
of the House of Representatives. Congressman Bruce 
suggests that six high Americans and U.N. officials in¬ 
volved in the Congo operations have been directly or 
indirectly connected with a Swedish-American syndi¬ 
cate engaged in African mining.

The dispatch in my hand as I dictated this editorial 
was based on a revelation made by Congressman 
Bruce as far back as September 12, 1962.

According to the financial jigsaw puzzle pieced together by intelli¬ 
gence authorities, the Soviet is obtaining United States gold by converting dollars 
in the exchange for Indian rupees. These rupees, marketed in Chicago and New York City 
by individuals working for the Russian government, were originally. obtained in New 
Delhi in payment for Soviet gold sold to the Indian gbvernment to .help stabilize its 
currency. By Selling its gold to India at the world price, which is cbnaiderably above 
the 835 an ounce the United States pays, the Kremlin makes a fat windfall profit by 
selling rupees, for. dollars.in the.United-States .and then exchanging" the- dollars' for 
gold'at the lower United States profit.* 


Speaking of dollar trouble: European cent^^^fehks are under pressure to refrain from 
converting or selling dollars. The indii:#.§§^ressure is most effective: the threat 
that the dollar may be devalued, upsetting the financial structure of the whole west¬ 
ern world.

This latest c^nge in Brazil’s government is the result 
of recent elections in which voters favored returning ex¬ 
ecutive powers to the presidency. Following the resigna¬ 
tion of President Janio Quadros in ld61. Congress and the 
Brazilian military refus^ to seat then Vice President 
Coulart as chief executive until a constitutional ame^- 
ment was emeted to establish a parliamentary system. 
Major executive powers were transferred from the IVesi- 
dent to a premier, who ostensibly would have been answer-' 
able to Congress. 

'The reluctance to install Coulart as president with full 
pow«s in 1961 was linked to fear of C^lart’s leftist ten¬ 
dencies. Today, President Coulart has a free hand. 

llermes Lima, a vitriolic left wing socialist noted for his 
anti-U.S. and pr»Castro attitudes, has been reappointed as 
Brazil’s foreign minister. He held the post for a lime last 
year.

According to the Soviet publication there are 88 Com- 
rounul partiM in the world. The total membership i$ given 
as 41.6 million. Seventy-five of these parties are in non- 
Conununist countries. By Moscow's figures they share a 
total of 5.2 million members. 


(It must be kept in mind that even in Russia and C^ina 
only a small percentage of the population is'in the party. 
It is kept small for purposes of discipline and adminis¬ 
tration.) 
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Not too surprisingly, Indonesia has kept the largest 
party outside the Communist countries. Sukarno’s nation, 
so lately wrested from the Dutch, is listed as having 2,- 
000,000 members. This reflects early Soviet work in that 
country. 


The former owner of this Swiss bank, who claims the 
Soviets swindled him out of $450,000.00, also jolted the 
committee with the shocking story of how the Soviets 
attempted to use money in the bank to take over a Reno, 
Nevada, night club. 


It was the most receptive to party organization, offer¬ 
ing few barriers.

can scarcely realize that there 
exists in this world a great quantity of wealth and 
money, including gold and currency certificates which 
could be identified as black market money. It is hid¬ 
den wealth accumulated by gangsters, racketeers, 
grafters, international politicians and businessmen. 
They take this money in and turn it into cash, mis¬ 
represent its use when reporting to the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Department, and then hide this enormous sur¬ 
plus in banks in Switzerland.

gaged in by real estate agents without conscience. It 
is a formula for destroying white communities in such 
a way as to panic the whites and destroy sale values 
temporarily. 


To illustrate, a real estate man operating on the 
blockbusting formula goes into a community and buys 
a house at the regular sale value. Once he comes into 
the possession of the house in question, he advertises 
it for sale, but refuses to sell it to anyone but a Negro.

Eurc^" The, report reads, “The, following Europe 
countries received aid in this period: Albania, Austria, 
Bulgaria, CzechoslovrJcia, Finland, France, Germany, 
Greece, Hungary, Italy, Malta, Poland, Romania, and 
Yugoslavia. (Italic ado^) 

Of these 14 nations, seven are Communist. 

2. Communists Serve on UNICEF*s Executive Board 

The 1962 membership of the Executive Board selected by 
the United Nations’ Ecottomic and Social Oxmcil, lists 
among otliets Communist Poland and Conuntmist U.S.S.R. 

In order, therefore, to minimize the presence of the Com¬ 
munists, we are told, "All decisions' are majority vote." 
'Ihus, we are led to believe that the Communists are out-: 
voted. In d^ing vrith the charge the UNICEF policies 
are “controlled by Communists," a charge which we have 
not heard anyone make, we arc told, "As fa all UN bodies 
there are representative of Communist countries on the . 
UNICEF Executive Board; fa 1962, three out of 30. Each 
member has one vote. In most instances • decisions have 
b^n taken by a unanimous vote." If this proves anything, 
it proves that the three Communists who represent Nikita 
Khrushchev are satisfied with the program of UNICEF. 

^ 3. Communists Are Employed by UNICEF 

The report says;. 'The UNICEF administrative staff is 
composeo of citizens of more than 42 coufaries. This staff, 
whim carries out the decisions of the UNICEF Executive 
Board, is composed of 575 persons. Of these, 105 are U. S. 
citizens; 11 are citizerw cf countries with Communist gov-: 
emmenU. Of the total employed, 163 persons are profes¬ 
sional and executive staff axtd come from 35 countries. Of 
these, 42 are U. S. citiznos; seven come from countries 
with Communist governments." 

This is evidence that the Communists have infiltrated 
the administrative and executive staff of UNICEF, and the 
Teason the Communists are there is, we are told, "Each 
member government of the UN is entitled to have its na¬ 
tionals employed by the UN and its related agencies." 

There is no way that tJNICEF could get rid of the 
Communists if, it wanted to, and it does not waist to, for 
here is the prime example of co-operation between those 
of differing "political systems." The American people 
must accept this organization and be willing not onty 
peacefully to coexist with the Communists in UNICEF, 
but to co-operate with them as good humanitarians. 

4 . The Communists Supei^ise and Control UNICEF 
, Projects in Their Own Countries 

'The report says, "Although UNICEF aid is providsd 
only for projects for which a government accepts sespoesi- 
bility, fa a number of instances the government relics on 
voluntary agencies to carry out part of the operations," 

There are no voluntary agencies fa Communist countries. 
This indicates that, not only in Communist countiies but 
fa all countries,"^responsibility for UNICEF projects is that 
of a government. Thus, UNICEF is promoting the bene-: 
volence State! 

At this point wc are told. The charge has been made 
that since UNICEF works through governments, it has no 
control over distrifaition of assistance provided." 

UNICEF's own statement indicates that it has no con¬ 
trol over the distribution of the assistance provided for the 
Communist government. When the Communists take 
charge, it Is operated 'according to the Communists’ 
desires. 

The only answer to this charge reads as follows,, **Ihe 
care with which an aid pr<^am ij established aiw the 
guarantees which surround "it offer csmpJete reassurance 
that UNICEF’s aid .serves the fatended jwpsxje which is 
to reach children fa need." It 3s that the Com- 

munist government controls and supervises, but fhe makers 
of this report insist that the Commsinists are doing a good 
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work in carrying out the purposes of UNICEF in their 
Communist countries. We wonder how they know? 

This ought to cause the most serious re-evaluation of the 
whole UNICEF program by every liberty-loving American. 

5. UNICEF Ties in Its Activities With Government 

In answering the charge that UNICEF aid ‘ is only 
temporary and, at best, a partial alleviation,” UNICEF 
gives itself completely away, for the report says, "Each 
recipient government must provide assurances that the 
project being aided by UNICEF will contribute to ex¬ 
panding government services to children of the country^’-- 
So it is government! So it is government direction! It is 
government assurance, and more, the spirit of socialism! 
Thus we say that the de facto world government of the 
U.N. is working directly with the governments that con¬ 
stitute the U.N. and UNICEF in helping to cement and 
to establish this relationsip, and our precious children are 
doing this "great" work. 

6. USA Bears Major Responsibility of 
Government Contributions 

The document says: "In 1961 contributions to the 
central account of UNICEF totalled $22,959,796. The US 
contributed $12,000,000 of this amount subject to the 
condition that its contribution should not exceed 46% of the 
total government audited contributions. Other governments 
contributed $10,959,796 to the central account. In addi¬ 
tion, other governments contributed $3,314,932 towards 
the implementation of UNICEF aided projects and for 
local administrative and related costs of UNICEF field 
offices.” 

The.se facts are offered to answer the generalized charge 
that two and a half times the total contributions of all 
other governments are offered by the United States. We 
have never seen such a charge, but when the UNICEF 
officials attempt to answer a “wild charge,” they produce 
facts which should .shock every American. The United 
States Government limited its contributions in 1961 to 
only 46 per cent of the total of all governments. Here the 
Communists arc helping to shape policy, benefiting from 
the contributions, and being a “humanitarian govern¬ 
ment, too! The United States Government should give 
absolutely nothing to such a Soviet build-up. In no circum¬ 
stances should the American people permit their tax money 
to be used in such a way that the Communists are recog¬ 
nized as great humanitarians, topther with the American 
people, in the interest of the children of the world. To 
grant the Communists such a position far exceeds in dam- 
age the amount of money involved. UNICEF honors the 
Reds and dignifies them before the world! 

7. Communists Contribute Only in Their Own 
Red Currencies 

We are told, "Most of the governments which con¬ 
tribute to UNICEF do so in their own currency.” For the 
most part UNICEF spends these eurrencies in the con¬ 
tributing country for the purchase and shipment of sup¬ 
plies and equipment for programs it is aiding in other 
countries. The Russian ruble is of little value outside of 
Russia; neither are the currencies of other Communist 
countries. The Communists, therefore, make sure that what 
they contribute will be spent 100 per cent inside of the 
Communist block. UNICEF tries to justify this by saying 
that over the years "85% of the US contribution to 
UNICEF has been spent in the United States.” But 100 
per cent of the Communists’ has been spent in Com¬ 
munist lands. They see to that. The charge which is sup¬ 
posed to be answered is, “The Russian donations must be 
used to purchase supplies from Russia.” But it is here ad¬ 
mitted, and the answer is the comment, “The practice is 
identical for all.” But the evidence of this document in¬ 
dicates otherwise. 

8. Communist Cuba Aided 

In discussing UNICEF allocations since 1950, we are 
told, “The allocations have no relation to contributions 


which the government may make to UNICEF’s central 
fund,” but ‘‘are based upon the needs of children and the 
aided government’s willingness to do its share to assure 
that the programs will be effective.” 

In answer to the charge that the Communist countries 
that gave nothing have been favored, we read: “Since 
1950, five countries with Communist governments (includ¬ 
ing Cuba), have received aid. The same governments 
made contributions to UNICEF. In 1961, three countries 
with Communist governments received aid; ten countries 
with Communi.st governments made contributions to 
UNICEF.” Acc-ording to this, the Communists are very 
generous indeed! But they are there to do their job for Mr. 
K. 

If Americans can work with the Communists in 
UNICEF, they can work with the Communists in Cuba. 
It is Castro’s government with which UNICEF has been 
cooperating. UNICEF helps Castro’s children; the USSR 
helps Castro’s army! If it is all right to work with the 
Communists in UNICEF, it is all right to work with the 
Communists anywhere in the world. 

UNICEF demands the acceptance of Communism and 
Communist governments. But UNICEF aids 148 million 
children, and this good is .so great that for anyone to raise 
any question about the Communists constitutes a very seri¬ 
ous offense against the little children! Hungry children and 
the sensitive emotional appeal of sick little ones is used to 
nullify the principles which have been violated in bringing 
the Communists into the project to establi.sh their good 
namt', and to prove they can co-operate. 

9. Communist Participation Nullifies the 
"Good ” in UNICEF 

Our children are being used to lead people to accept 
the Communists in all their positions and ac-tivities inside 
of UNICEF. Children are doing this in ignoranc-e. They 
are the innocent pawns in this game which is being played 
on the highest levels for world power. 

The answer to the charge that the program is a “great 
farce,” is: “The UNICEF Trick or Treat program has 
grown each year by approximately 15% since these charges 
were first made. The American people obviously are not 
taken in by this distortion.” 

No, they are taken in by UNICEF. "The American peo¬ 
ple would repudiate, we believe, the entire UNICEF setup 
if they coulcf be given these facts. They do not want the 
littfe children of this country to be used to help establish 
a program which involves co-operation with the Com¬ 
munists. To use our children thus is a travesty on freedom. 

10. UNICEF’s Educational Activities for UN ■ 

The Rev. M. Everett Door, associate minister. Com¬ 
munity Methodist Church, Arlington, Va., member of the 
Corporation, U. S. Committee for UNICEF, in an article 
in Concern, September 15, 1962, Methodist publication, 
which featured on its cover two forelom children, wrote, 
“Participation in the fund-raising and educational activ¬ 
ities of UNICEF helps to increase knowledge and under¬ 
standing among the peoples of the world.” 

This is the kind of understanding that is c-onstantly be¬ 
ing promoted by the leftists as we move into the orbit of 
peaceful coexistence and peaceful co-operation with the 
Communists. In truth, the understanding of Communism 
which every American must have is that they cannot co¬ 
operate with it; they cannot di^ify it; they cannot com¬ 
pliment it as interested in humanitarianism. 

But what are the educational activities of UNICEF? 
The acceptance of the UNICEF program which includes 
the Communists, and, of course, since UNICEF is an 
agency of the United Nations, the promotion and the 
commendation of the United Nations to the children. 

The climax of this comes in the use of the name of 
Jesus. The Rev. Mr. Door writes: “As the ‘Trick or Treat 
for UNICEF,’ Halloweeners knock on your doors 
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throughout the country thij fill, Christiins may wdll re- 
memhar th«; ?^sa^ssion of a marx called Jesus and his love 
for the Utd!pi;:;p^ea." But Jesus said, buffer.little chil- 
dre®, aixd not, to come unto me: for of such 

is the Idn^^''of heaven.” There is xxothing about 
UNICEF tlut brings little children to Jesus Christ. In fact, 
such is forbidden. 


11. Ejn;>Ioiting Christmas for UN and UNICEF Purposes 

The greeting card program of UNICEF is carried on 
“in over 100 countries for the benefit of the Children’s 
Fund” The cards “reflect the ethical and miritual valu« 
of many peoples who make up the United Nations.

L4xst fall President. Josip Broz Tito dropp^ a heavy 
shoe on those Washington “experts” who believe in the 
myth of a commxmfat Yugoslavia “independent” of Mos¬ 
cow. He said then that in all "essential intematkmal ques¬ 
tions” he sees eye to eye with Russia’s Nikita Khrush^ev. 

_Now, after a cozy visit in the Soviet Union, Marshal 
Tito has dropped the other shoe.

the entertaining party would be arrested and taken to 
jail. Under such pressures the unwelcomed guest 
would be admitted, but no one should have difficulty 
in interpreting the spirit of the party. The girl would 
be forcefully admitted, but. emotionally unwelcome. 
If the South Caroliira formula is carried out across the 
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South, Negroes will continue to go to Negro schools 
because they want to attend schools where they are 
welcome and where they are wanted. Who wants to 
associate with people who do not desire that associa¬ 
tion? When one attends a school where he is welcome 
and where the spirit is free, it is still difiScult enough 
to make grades and to maintain a spirit of happiness; 
but when one imposes himself upon people against 
their will and it is known that behind him is the maled 
fist of military authority, the interloper is handicapped 
psychologically and remains completely and altogether., 
segregated in spirit from the people upon whom his 
association is being forced and compelled. 

The situation is about as practical and constructive 
as a husband and wife trying to live together when 
neither one will speak to the other, but they continue 
to remain under the same roof because of some ruling 
which has been issued by a judge of a domestic court.

14. 1 accuse the Kennedys of sabotaging the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. 

This document has always been the ‘new testament’ 
of American liberty. It has been the rhetorical flag of 
America and the cornerstone on which this Constitu¬ 
tional Republic was built. The contents of this docu¬ 
ment amtain the challenges that made men willing 
to die for the principles thus enunciated. 

On July 4, 1962, President Kennedy chose Inde¬ 
pendence Hall in Philadelphia as the sounding board 
for calling on America to betray the Declaration of 
Independence. He attempted in this address to re¬ 
move the word “independence” from the American 
vocabulai'y and substitute it with the word “inter¬ 
dependence.” He challenged us to dissipate our 
sovereignty and dedicate ourselves to a program of 
inter-flependence. 

15. 1 accuse the Kennedys of compromising secretly 
with Khrushchev. 

Intelligence reports coming out of Paris indicate 
that De Gaulle’s attitude is based largely on the belief 
that Kennedy has made secret deals with the Mosewv 
dictator involving Cuba, Berlin, Turkey, Italy, etc. 
One Intelligence report even insists that Kennedy con¬ 
fided in Khrushchev that if he did not appear to with¬ 
draw from Cuba the Republicans would win the elec¬ 
tion and they would be much more difficult for Mos¬ 
cow than the New Frontiersmen. It is admitted that 
this accusation has in it some of the qualities of the 
hypothetical, but enough serious evidence is available 
to make it a matter of consideration. To illustrate; The 
President was accused of promising Khrushchev at the 
time of the Cuban crisis that we would remove our 
nuclear bases from Turkey. He denied this emphati¬ 
cally and in less than a month our bases, both in Tur¬ 
key and Italy, were ordered removed. 

16. I accuse the Kennedys of promoting a so-called 
disarmament treaty which, in my judgment, could 
well be called a Treason Treaty.’ 

The substance of this conspiracy against American 
military independence is contained in State Depart¬ 
ment Publication 7277. This has been approved by the 


President and the State Department and if carried 
out would result in the c-omplete disarmament of the 
United States and the transfer of our armaments to a 
military world government under the United Nations.

17. I accuse the Kennedys of betraying our Allies 
and best friends in favor of enemies, cannibals and 
savages. 

The W'liite House and the State Department under 
the leadership of such irresponsible statesmen (?) as 
‘Soapy’ Williams and Chester Bowles are promoting 
the same sort of chaos in Africa as has been promoted 
in the Southern part of the United States, stirring up 
the Negroes against the responsible elements in their 
communities. Similar formulas have been practiced in 
the Orient to the injury and the discredit of our most 
responsible friends, such as Holland, Belgium, Portu¬ 
gal, Spain, France and England. The Kennedys have 
not only led us in the desertion of our friends, but they 
have helped irresponsible enemies to hurt our friends. 
The big scandal involving investments and mineral 
holdings in the Congo has yet to be revealed. Suffice 
it to say people high in the Government and the 
United Nations and certain foreign countries who have 
led in the slaughter of our friends in Katanga have 
recently been revealed as having special financial in¬ 
terests in this area. 

18. I accuse the Kennedys of imperiling parental 
control over the education of children. 

Education is fundamentally a parental problem. In 
the days when a sense of parental responsibility was 
greater than it is now, children were taught by their 
mothers and fathers or tutors were brought in. People 
not able to hire private tutors joined together and 
hired teachers to teach their children in groups. The 
schools were kept close to the family domicile, and at 
all times the teachers and the school administrators 
were subject to the will of the parents. It was the 
theory of the parents and the church leaders that no 
Christian father and mother could do justice by their 
children if they were to share responsibility with any¬ 
one else. 

As the industrial complex and the sociological com¬ 
plexities developed, schools supported by taxation 
seemed practical, but there remained a rich tradition; 
namely, that the local school board representing the 
local community of parents would at all times keep 
control over what was taught and who taught them. 
In recent years the trend has been away from parental 
control toward (I) county control; (2) state t'ontrol; 
and (3) now Federal control. The tricks of accredi- 
tization arc such that we are on the very verge of a 
situation where an educational bureaucrat in Wash¬ 
ington will be able to determine what our children 
will be taught and the conditions under which they 
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shall be taught. The Kenneys are encoiuraging this 
bureaucratie educational tyranny. 

19. I accuse the Kennedys of attempting to wreck 
the medical profession. 

It requires complete dedication for a man to become 
an honest, responsible doctor. It requires at lc*ast 
twelve years of* learning above common school during 
which time the potential doctor hits no income and 
practically no spare time. When he finally rtxcives 
nis M.D., he gee's out as a sheep among wolves facing 
the risks of both life and death and the hazards of 
malpractice suits, false accusations and hair-splitting 
legal technical involvements. His loyalty to the IIipi»* 
CTatic oath involves him in one of the >nost sacTcd 
professions known to mankind. To sub)\x-t him to the 
whims of a politician would be like asking a concert 
violinist to perform in handcuffs. 

I do not know of any responsible citizen who would 
oppose compulsory health insuraiKC for all citizens, 
but every resix)nsiblc citizen I do know is opposed to 
the Kennedy plan to make the family doctor a ward 
politician and a victim of bureaucTatic tyranny. 

Socialized medicine could sirell the dt'struction of 
'the most effective and efficient medical fraternity on 
the face of the earth. Socializ^ medicine could also 
menace and im^Kril the healing arts aside from the 
conventioiral mwical profession. 

2p. I accuse the Kennedys of practicing a policy 
which virtually vetoes the restoration of liberty to 
the suppressed patriots of the world. 

Chiang Kai-shek and Natioiulist Cliimi have been 
given to understand that we will veto their attempt to 
re-invadc their homeland/ As of, the date on which this 
memo was written, Castro was Ix'ing reassurccl tlrat 
we would never invade Soviet Cuba.

life. We see people all the benefits and 

protections of our CgS^i^^ion going about the coun¬ 
try speaking in schois^vii^rches, social clubs and on 
university campuses, tifyihg to decade and t^r down 
the same Constitution behind which they hide. 

We Bnd the ridiculous spectacle of subversive 
agents insulting and sneering at Congress and its com¬ 
mittees, and inCuking protection, for their acts of 
treason through an Amendment to the Constitution 
which they hope to destroy.

In America, six per cent of the i^ple on earth, 
occupying seven per cent of the earth's surface, have 
produced50per cent of the worlds wealth.

Editor’s Note: This brilliant statement in defense of our Con¬ 
stitution is the product of a patriotic information organization 
known as Life Lines. 

Do attacks on the Constitution of the United States 
really matter to the cause of freedom? 

They DO matter, and vitally. If anyone doubts this, 
he should be informed about the chaos that threatened 
the very existence of this country before the Constitu¬ 
tion was signed and ratified. He should also study the 
great forward movement that was inaugurated after 
Americans began to live under the provisions of the 
Constitution. 

It is a simple fact that the Federal Constitution and 
the strict observance of its provisions made this Na¬ 
tion great and kept it great for many decades. 

Let us view with conceixi the attacks, both open 
and covert, that are constantly being made today on 
our Constitution. 

During the past 30 years we have seen the rise of a 
new breed of governmental functionaires in this coun¬ 
try. This new breed can be described as “the Plan¬ 
ners,” who want to plan every facet of our national 
life, e.specially the economic aspects. These Planners 
dream of the day when they shall be acknowledged 
as the ruling class in the United States. They describe 
themselves differently, but, in reality, they are very 
close in their ideology to the Fabian socialists. They 
are intent upon creating a socialist state at the ex¬ 
pense of the Constitution and, of course, of our per¬ 
sonal enterprise system. 

It has been said that the trouble with these people 
is their belief that the Supreme Court should uphold 
as constitutional anything they think is desirable for 
the country. They do not care what happens to the 
fundamental principles on which this country was 
founded. 

Most of them would be willing to abolish the states 
and turn over all local government to Federal control. 
All of them favor the delegation of legislative power 
to the President. They seem to forget that this was the 
first step in the growth of autocracy in Germany and 
Italy. 


The Constitution provides that Congress, and Con¬ 
gress alone, shall pass the laws and control tariffs, 
taxes and Federal spending through appropriation 
bills. The Planners, following Fabian socialist think¬ 
ing, want to take all these powers away from the Con¬ 
gress and give them to the Chief Executive. This of 
course, would make the Executive a virtual dictator. 

Because most people do not realize what is being 
done every day to the spirit and the letter of our Con¬ 
stitution, the Planners have been able to get away 
with a lot in recent years. 

The political appointees upon the judicial bench 
have been upholding the unconstitutional acts of other 
political appointees in the Executive Branch, thus per¬ 
mitting Fabian socialism to take hold of our way of 
life. 

When the average American is told about this, he 
shrugs his shoulders and changes the subject. His at¬ 
titude is: it’s too late to,do anything about it, now. Or, 
what can one person do to stop it? Or, I don’t want to 
get mixed up in a mess like that. 

This is the kind of apathy that is killing our Consti¬ 
tution. Certainly it is a far cry from the attitude of the 
original patriots who wrote the Constitution, saying: 

“For the support of this—with a firm reliance upon 
the protection of Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes and our 
sacred honor.” 

The apathy of the American people has been re¬ 
sponsible for a most disturbing pattern in our public

All of these 
committees and institutions have either been curbed, 
or cornered, or terminated, as far as the assassination 
is concerned.

but of Washington to the -effect that Oswald could 
not possibly have had any conspiratorial relationship 
with Moscow, Havaina or Peiping or the heads of .the 
Communist Party. 

No official statements have been made that would’ 
inspire contempt for Communism. There seems to be 
a determined effort to idielter Red officialdom. 

A simple question explodes this entire mind-washing 
fantasy; namely, who in Washington or anywhere 
knows what went on in Russia during the three years 
that the Russians rolled out the Rea carpet for Lee 
Oswald? I • , 
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Any sludent'^r Communism knows that Commun¬ 
ists are so thoroughly instructed in their skulduggery 
that they could be instructed in Moscow how to con- 
dud themselves under certain circumstances. \Vhen 
those circumstances arise, they can move and ad and 
perform without any re-checking with authorities and 
without any contads which might arouse suspicions. 

Shortly before the assassination Oswald was in New 
Orleans leading demonstrations in favor of Castro aiwl. 
his bloody regime in Cuba. He was chairman of a Red 
outfit known as the Fair Play for Cuba Committee.

W'Ik) is wise enough to know that there wasn’t a 
conference in New Orleans between this assassin and 
others, at which time it was agreed that if the late 
president Kennedy proceeded with a campaign to in¬ 
vade Cuba and liquidate Castro, he should be assas¬ 
sinated. As will be demonstrated later. President Ken¬ 
nedy took this tough stand toward Cuba just a few 
days before he was killed. His strong position was 
articulated in speeches he made on the same trip 
whidr brought him to Texas. 

PUBLISHED FACTS 

Details con<%ming the assassination, about which 
there is little or no controversy are as follows. 

The late President John F. Kennedy and his wife 
together with an entourage of political leaders and 
Secret Service men visited Dallas, Texas, on Novem¬ 
ber 22, 1963, as a part of a political goodwill tour. 
Factionalism between the left and the right within 
the Democratic Party had come to the breaking point, 
llic liberal U. S. Senator Ralph W. 'Yarborough and 
the conservative Governor Cpnnally were quarreling. 
Cqnnally, a protege of the riow President Lyndon 
Johnson, slimed to have gotten the upper hand as far 
as favorable treatment was concerned. 

Well in advan<% of the Prwident’s visit a map of 
the ci^ revealed the route that the Prwident would, 
take. Cheering throngs came out to greet the Ken-^ 
nedys. The. American people have a rich tradition of ^ 
honoring their Presidents regardless of partisan view- ' 
points. As the Presidential car passed near a building 
known as the Texas School Book Depository Building 
shots rang out and panic prevailed. John F. Kennedy 
had. been shot twice and Governor Cpnnally who sat 
in front of him in the open car had been shot once.. 
The President’s young wife did everything she could > 
to manifest affectionate concern for her. husband. 

' Secret Servicemen went into action and the car was 
rushed to the Parkland Memorial Hospital. After a 
short period of uncertainty it was revealed to the 
Nation that the shots had been fatal to John F. Ken¬ 
nedy, and that Governor Connally had b^n seriously 
wounded. Two Catholic Priests rushed to the bedside,' 
but were too late to see the lYesident ab'v& 

Mixed interpretations' of the event began to fill the 
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air and the newspapers. These will be discussed lat<ft. 

Shortly it was discovered that the suspect was at 
’ bay. He had escaped from the Texas School Book 
Depository Building, and it was- later revealed that 
with a combination of a bos and a taxicab he made 
his way tou'ard a Dallas community known as Oak 
CIi£F.. Ins actions were suspicious. He was stopped by 
a policeman whose name was J. D. Tippit and without 
hesitation he shot the policeman dead. He fled to a 
movie theatre and his actions were suspicious enough 
to alarm the cashier. Osher observers were alarms. 
The police were notified. They nishcd to the theatre, 
turn<^ on the lights aind accosted Oswald. He pulled 
a gun, fired point blank at the head of -one <•( the 
poliocmcn. The gun failed to go off and the |>ul)cc- 
mans life was saved. He was then taken to the City 
Tail and news concerning his identification began to 
be revealed on the air and in the press. He was a 
Communist, a Castro-ite and a Moscovite, who had 
spent three years in Russia, married a Russian girl 
and returned to the United States to become a pro- 
Castro agitator. 

The Police Department of Dallas gave full notice, 
of the exact time when they proposed to move Oswald 
from the City Jail to the County Jail. As they were 
coming out toward the armored truck which was to 
take Oswald, one Jack Ruby (later to be identified as 
Jack Rubemtein), who had been carelessly admitted, 
to the police building, leaped out of the crowd and 
fired a pistol pointrolank into the abdomen of Lee 
Oswald. This added sensation to ^nsation and excite¬ 
ment to excitement and drama to drama. Oswald died 
a. short, while later in the same hospital where Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy died and where Governor Connally was 
then convalescing. 

Legal processes then went to work. Lyndon Johnson 
was sworn in as President of the United States, and 
the same plane which carried the corpse of the assas¬ 
sinated Kennedy carried Mrs. Kennedy and the John¬ 
sons to Washington. f 

The dramatic events which took place in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. are all a matter of record and can be. found 
in any ncw$i>ai>cr bearing the dates'of November 22, 
23, 24 and 25, im 

John F. Kennedy was buried in Arlington Cemetery. 
Later the bodies of his two infant children were 
brought and buried at his side. 

Dignitaries, including kings and queens and rtil<<rs 
of every variety flew to Washington, attenckx! the

The above summary is not intended to contain the 
full detail. It is only to serve as a Kickground for the 
interpretations and interpolations which are contained 
in this article.

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THE MOTIVE 

It 15 assumed when a j^rson is murdered that he is 
murdered by someone who hates him. Therefore, it is 
reasonable to conclude that sixice_ a Communist mur-: 
dered John F. Kennedy, a Communist hated John F. 
Kennedy; Inasmuch as ^mmunists think in uniw)n. it 
is r<^sonahIe to believe, that the new ofHcial iiukxI 
among the Communists was to hate John F. Kcnucxly., 
The naive and the uninitiated and the immature N\iII 
be quick to sayrn^Vby did the Communists hate him 
when he treats them with such patience to the ix)int 
of what, seemed, like; compromise?

As" a lifetime battler against Communism, I am 
bound to conclude that John F. Kennedy would not,

Angeles he even ventured to hint, that former Ambas;-: 
sador Joe Kennedy had. h^n a, friend of, Adolph 
Hitler. 

Qn the, eve; of World War II when Ambassador 
Kennedy returned to the United States he aroused, 
the contempt of Franklin Roosevelt, the Jews, the 
British and the New Dealers when he said: “We shall 
enter this war, only over my dead body." 

His statement, was so dynamic, that the reader will • 
be greatly" surprised when I report that we of, the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade reproduced the state- 
'ment-of Ambassador Kennedy as constructive propa¬ 
ganda for those of us who believed that World War II 
could have been avoided. * 


, Younger readers should be reminded that, in this 
fraternity which. led the campaign to oprwsc World 
War II was Henry Ford, Sr.; General Rowrt. NVood, 

' President of Scars, Roebuck & Co., who was chairman 
of the America First Committee; Col. Charles Lind*. 
Ix'rgh; the radio priest Charles E. Coughlin, the writer 
and many others. 

This outsiX)kcn statement by Ambassador Kennedy 
effected, his isolation from; all things political and he 
was virtually put under wraps and, made a political 
outcast by Eranklin D. Roosevelt. 

Note: It. is reliably rumored that Ambassador Ken-: 
nedy had prepared a lengthy manuscript which deals 
with the cnicaneries of Franklin D., Roosevelt, but-it. 
lias not been published in deference to the political 
ambitions of nis family who needed the Roosevelt 
vote to rise to pOwer and stay in power. 

Semational Fact: In spite of all the left wing pro<>:

Consistent with the above hypothetical statement 
Rolx rt Kennedy went before the iudiciary Committee 
;«ikI ask<^i for a more temi>erate Civil Rights Bill than 
the Mack agitators wanted. For this he was virtually 
hraialed as a doublecrosser by M. L. King whose 
.ideological mentor is Bayard’ Rustin, the notorious 
agitator who got his political start as a member of 
the Young Communist League. 

Pinks, liberals and left wingers in the. w(x>dwork of 
the New Frontier regime accused the President of 
dragging his feet in the support of New Frontier legis¬ 
lation in the Congress. "They believed that if J.F.K. had 
cracked the whip, this legislation would have passed. 

The propagandists and the mind-washers began to 
undermine the legislative body and tried to develop ‘ 
among the people a contempt for the Congress of the 
United States. J.F.K. refused to go along with this 
strategy.

moved toward me, but the killer was instantly killetTby, 
a guard. Two days later Senator Long died in my arms 
. in the Lady of the Lake Hospital in Baton Rouge. A 
little over a month previous to this horrible event there 
, had been a meeting in a New Orleans Hotel ami the 
assassination was plotted. One man said; T can guar-. 
antce that Roosevelt, will pardon the, man that docs it 
if it is done in Washington." They deeded to do it in 
Louisiana. Huey Long was a man of the people, and to 
. some he was a radical, hut no one hat«f him as mudr 
as the Communists.' They sensed that he was about to 
turn a popular following into a r^ctionaty force 
against Communism. 

The logic of this manuscript is supported by the fact 
, that the same man who wanted General Edwin Walker 
d^d, and the same Communists who hated Senator 
Long enough to crave his death shot John F. Kennedy.

It is a 
known fact that President Johnson docs not like. Eo^rt 
Kennedy, the Attorney General. They have dashed on 
many occasions. In a desperate attempt to hold the 
Kennedy vote, Bobbie could be nominated Vice Presi¬ 
dent, but I don’t think he will get it. 

Johilson is determined to hold the. South and the 
nomination of Robert Kennedy would sd:m to be too 
mudi like trying to perpetuate the Kennedy dynastv. 
Furthermore, there is a belief that Bobby Kennedy 
had inaugurated a secret campaign to drop Johnson 
had his elder brother liv^.

CHALLENGE - CONCLUSION 

Left wing fanatics will not compromise. They are

No one ever gave a better defini¬ 
tion of a. total politician than the late J«se Jones of 
Texas who was head of the Reconstruction Finance 
Committee and was perhaps the most TOWcrful single 
individual appointed by the late Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt: “He was a total j^litician. He felt the need of 
World War H in order to be elected for a third term." 

With that definition in mind, let me repeat: Johnson 
, is a total politician. His aini and ambition will, be to 
control the Administration completely so that he can 
adjust it to the sentiment of the American people in 
such a waiy as to win re-election and to continue to win 
elections. He will only ask the Congress to p^s such, 
legislation as can be passed without jeOparaizing his 
rc-election or without losing his maximum influence 
over the Congress of the United States.

It is difficult for me to 
realize that there, are people associated with this 
Movement who are not familiar with some of the 
.rugged details in the background. It would be very 
easy for a new friend or a superficial observer to 
assume that the stated,principles of the Crusade and 
the challenges .for action and strategy merely wp- 
resented sincere opinion on our part. II that was' 
all there was to it, it would still be a noble, enter¬ 


prise. 


’ It is indeed a dynamic and inspiring thought to 
' think of American citizens like you and others, em¬ 
bracing the ten high principles of the Crusade,-and 
then devoting your tinie and your effort and your 
prayers and your money to the consummation pf- 
the^ principles and projects. 


There is, however, more to this Crusade than ap- 
-peirs on-the surf ace. to ths casual-observer,-or even- 
to the sincere and enthused recruit. That is the 
reason I .have given this humble talk the title ^‘Lest, 
We Forget.” 

Every principle and every project eiobwced^ by 
the Christian Nationalist has behind it a 

background of. suffering and sacrifice. In the, minds 
of the arrogant manipulators who have developed 
altogether too much power in Pur sociological and 
political structure, and,among the unwritten laws 
of this arrogant clique was the assumption that no 
citizen and no group of. citizens would dare (in 
violation of this unwritten law) to form an organi¬ 
zation in America for the express purpose of chal¬ 
lenging the international manipulators, the bureau¬ 
cratic dictators, the enemies of national sovereignty, 
the ‘hidden hand'-tyrants, the mongrelizers and the 


Communist-Zionist enemies of. Pur basic Christian 
civilization. 

Shortly after our national committee was first 
formed a committee of three Jewish leaders called 
on Mr. Smith in New York City. They asked if 
.it were true that he had decided to form a move¬ 
ment dedicated to these principles, and without 
hesitation he assured them that such was the case. 
It must .be remembered that at that time my hus¬ 
band was being invited to address the most con¬ 
servative and exdusiye clubs and orgapizations.in 
the Nation./ Following his assurance to these Jews 
that there was no doubt about what he was going 
to do, they said: “It will be necessary for us to 
organize opposition against you, because we con¬ 
sider any movement which introduces the name of 
Christ into .the affairs Of our Nation, as anti-Semi¬ 
tic and un-American.” 


Later another Jew (one of the Nation’s most 
publicized journalists, radio commentatprs and 
columnists) called on Mr. Smith and. said: “I. 
come to bring you a tip.” He called it a tip, but 
inasmuch as he was an important member of the 
American Jewish Committee, we later understood. 
Clearly that his visit was for, the purpose of issuing. 
a threat. 


Here is what he said: “Mr. Smith, 1 suppose 
you kripw what they are going to do to you. They 
are going to smear you, and degrade you, and be¬ 
little you, and ridicule you so that you Can be held 
up to the whole Nation as an. example of what 
happens to any man who dares challenge the fprees 
that you are fighting.” 


In answer Mr. Smith said:

Immediately all speaking engagements before 
conventional organizations were cancelled. Televi¬ 
sion and radio was closed. The .American Jewish 
Committee .held a meeting in New York and passed 
a resolution calling for the quarantine treatment. 
Their definition of quarantine for Gerald L. K. 
Smith was to see to it that the editors of tbe daily 
newspapers of America agreed that no mention 
would be made of Mr. Smith in the columns of 
the press except when they printed bis obituary. 

These events constituted the background for per¬ 
secution and abuse which followed. Lynch mobs 
were organized. Death marches were promoted by 
the Jews and the Communists. Franklin D, Boose- 
velt announced his program to imprison Mr. Smith.

By letter 2-3-65, Cameron, with whom we have enjoyed limited 
contact since his election 11-62 and who is in favor of some reformation concerning 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, enclosed a tear sheet from the 
January, 1962, issue of "The Cross and The Flag, " which is known in Bureau files 
as the official organ of the Christian Nationalist Crusade (Gerald L. K. Smith, 
anti-Semitic and anti-Negro) pertaining to a letter dated 2-23-21 signed by J. E. 
Hoover, Special Assistant to the Attorney General, that Felix Frankfurter and 
others received Bolshevik propaganda. Cameron realized this was a rlong time 
ago but wanted to know whether this was authentic. 


Bufiles reflect that in June, 1961, the Archives of the United States 
brought to our attention a matter originated by Congressman Mason concerning the 
alleged letter by Mr. Hoover. It developed that Harold N. Arrowsmith, Jr., was 
doing research concerning Department of State documents and inadvertently came 
across this conununication,. No record of such a letter could be located in Bureau

OBSERVATIONS: 

It is not to the Bureau's interest to acknowledge in writing the 
circumstances concerning the 1921 letter. Further, the data appearing in our 
files concerning Arrowsmith is such that we would not want to embody it in a 
formal communication to a relatively new Congressman whose views on the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities have yet to jell. To terminate 
his interest in this matter, it is felt that someone from Mr. DeLoach's Office 
could orally tell Cameron of the circumstances of the issues involved in this 
matter. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That someone from your office (Mr. DeLoach) make the 
appropriate contact with Congressman Cameron or his Administrative 
Assistant and apprise him of the substance of the background concerning 
the publication, "The Cross and The Flag," and of Harold N. Arrowsmith. 

He should be advised that while the letter bears the name J., E. Hoover, it 
is not the one used when Mr. Hoover personally signs mail. Further, no 
record of such a communication can be located in the files of this Bureau.

The British Government issued "the White Paper" 
in May of 1939, in which they said "The Framers of the 
Mandate in which the Balfour Declaration was embodied could 
not have intended that Palestine be converted into a Jewish 
State against the will of the Arab population, of the country',' 

A joint Anglo-American committee was set up(Great 
Britain and the United States) and this committee Issued the 
following statement in 1945: "We regard it as essential 
that Jew shall not dominate Arab and Arab shall not dominate 
Jev7 in Palestine; that Palestine shall be neither a Jewish 
state nor an Arab state; ... Palestine must ultimately be¬ 
come a state, which guards the rights and interests of 
Moslem^Jews and Christians alike ,«• We therefore, em¬ 

phatically declare that Palestine is a Holy Land, sabred to 
Christians, to Jew and to Moslem alike; and because it is a 
Holy Land, Palestine is not, and never can become, a land 
which any race or religion can justly claim as its own ... 
the fact that it is the Holy Land, sets Palestine completely 
apart from other lands, and dedicates it to the precepts and 
practices of the brotherhood of man, not those of narrow 
nationalism." 

So what happened? The Zionist state was Illegally 
set up in 1948, the Arabs persecuted and "Brotherhood" 
preached far and wide by the same nationalistic Zionists.

Forty-nine years ago, last November 2nd, the matter 
of a ’’Home for the Jews in Palestine" was much to the fore in 
the discussions of the House of Commons in London. For many' 
hundreds of years these people had lived in many countries 
of the world, but V7ere not allowed to live in Palestine. As 
a result of the Military Service of some of the members in 
aiding Britain to free Palestine from the oppressive Turkish 
Rule, the Jewish Community were to be given a Homeland. Over 
the years there has been much misunderstanding regarding the 
terms of this Homeland, and the following reproduction of the 
Letter will show just what was intended': 

November 2, 1917 

"Dear Lord Rothschild: 

1 ‘have much pleasure in conveying to you, on behalf of 
His Majesty's Government, the following declaration of sym¬ 
pathy with Jewish aspirations which has been submitted to 
and approved by the Cabinet. 

His Ifajesty's Government view with favor the establish¬ 
ment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish people, 
and will use their best endeavours to facilitate-the achieve¬ 
ment of this object, it being clearly understood that noth¬ 
ing should be done vjhich may prejudice the civil and reli-

You will note chat this letter from the British 
Foreign Secretary, Lord Balfour, re: a national home for the 
Jewish people is addressed to Lord Rothschild. He was the 
head of the Rothschild British Banking interests, who exer¬ 
cised control of finance through the Bank of England. It was 
his father who said: "Permit me to control the issue of the 
credit and currency of a nation and I care not who makes its 
laws". 

The fact that he is requested to bring this infor¬ 
mation to the Zionist Federation should show v;ho wants this 
national home and who is the real tuler of the modern Isra¬ 
eli nation in Palestine today. 

Henry Morganthau Sr. in his book: "All In A Life¬ 
time" wrote: "Zionism is the most stupendous fallacy in 
Jewish history.

It will then be possible for the Jewish 
rulers to abolish private property, and 
everywhere to make use of the resources 
of the state. THUS WILL THE PROMISE

In the British White Book No^ 1 on Rus¬ 
sia (April 1919) was a report by the Dutch 
Minister at St. Petersburg, M. Oudendyk, 
who acted in charge of British interests 
during the Bolshevic revolution. He re¬ 
garded the immediate suppression of Bol¬ 
shevism to be the most vital need of the 
world, if need be by active war. If Bol¬ 
shevism was not stopped then, he fore¬ 
casted that it would, in one way or an¬ 
other, spread all over the world. His re¬ 
port is dated September 6, 1918, and he 
emphasised that Bolshevism is organized 
and lead by Jews who have no nationality 
and whose aim is to gain power by the 
destruction of existing world order. 


"The American Hebrew", leading Jewish 
newspaper in USA, wrote, September 10,^® 
1920: "The Bolshevist revolution in Russia^ 
was the work of Jewish brains, of Jewish 
dessatisfactioi), of Jewish planning, whose 
goal is to create a new order in the world. 
What was performed is so excellent a way 
in Russia, thanks to Jewish brains, and 
because of Jewish dissatisfaction and by 
Jewish planning, shall also, through the 
same Jewish mental and physical forces, 
become a reality all over the world." 

In 1929, the Jewish writer, Joseph Hai- 
man, who had returned from a visit to 
Russia, wrote in the New York "Hebrew 
Tribune": In Soviet Russia we have not 
a dictatorship of the proletariat but the 
Jewish dictatorship of the proletariat." 

"Jewry is the father of Marxist-Com- 
munism", said ■the<v-Jewish I'ournal "La 
droit de vivre", published in Paris, May 
12, 1933. 

The Russians call Soviet-power "shidovs- 
kaja vlastj", which means, Jewish-govorn- 
ment. 


After the Red Army had been cleared out 
of Lithuania, in July 1941, the Lithuanian 
Press published detailed stories, of Soviet 
brutalities which occurec^ during the oc¬ 
cupation. The journal "Laisve", dated July 
19, says: "In Laivkelishkas, the first day the 
Bolshevics entered, they seized the Rector 
Balsys, the clergymen Petrika, and Profes¬ 
sor Dabrila, from the hamlet Vilkavishkis. 


They dragged them to a wood and tortur¬ 
ed them in the most cruel fashion, and 
then shot them. The Rector Balsys was 
found crucified to a tree, a strip of flesh 
bad been carved out of his back. In Zara- 
sai, a cross had been carved deeply on the 
breast of the priest Baltrimas, and spikes 
had been hammered into his head and 
eyes."

Why is EINAR ABERG prosecuted and** mentally examined’*? 



Para: 1. Sent by the AMERICAN JEWISH COMMITTEE 
of New York, the Jew David Bernstein came to 
Stockholm in June 1947, in order to stop my in¬ 
formation service and work on the Jewish 
Question, He had an interview with Herr Quen- 
sel, the acting-Ministcr of Justice, and reported 
to the American Jewish Committee as follows: 
’The Swedish Government has explicitly pro¬ 
mised to do their utmost to stop Aberg’s activi¬ 
ty as a distributor of anti-Jewish literature 
throughout the world.” (Vide! EXPRESSEN, 
Stockholm. June 20, 1947, and THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, London, July 18, 1947.) From 
what happened subsequently it is evident that 
the scheme to get me put away by so-called 
mental examination originated from the Jew 
BERNSTEIN. 

(Vide: THE AMERICAN HEBREW, New York, 
March 1, 1946, an article ’’Glamorous Purim 
Formula” — concluding item; and GOTE- 
BORGS-POSTEN, Gothenburg, July 8, 1947, an 
article ’’Jewry protests against Abcrg” — penul¬ 
timate item.) 

Para: 2. The results of Bernstein’s conversation with act- 
ing-Minister of Justice Quensel were: (a) o se¬ 
ries of four articles attacking me in the Govern¬ 
ment organ. MORGONTIDNINGEN, Stockholm, 
beginning June 19, 1947. (b) an action for libel 
ciUffig ontrFrertcK^Tm(J"fouf'^Stglish~pamphlet5rT^ 
under the Infringement of the Press law — pa¬ 
ragraphs 3, part 12, which states: Deceitful 
statements and twisted representations to the 
deception and confusion of the general public in 
other cases than mentioned in this paragraph, ^ 
the penalty for the offence being fines and con¬ 
fiscation of the publications. Note: The pam¬ 
phlets in question had been published in Swed¬ 
ish and distributed in quantities for many years 
without any legal action being taken against 
them under the above Paragraph. But, since 
they have been translated into foreign languages 
and widely published their contents suddenly 
•become ’’deceitful statements and twisted re¬ 
presentations.” How curious! 

Para: 3. In court session, July 21, 1947 . I contested the 
action, rejected trial by jury, and demanded 
summary jurisdiction and sentence. The Public 
Prosecutor (i. e., the Government) refused to 
agree and demanded a verdict by jury. This was 
a cunning formality, for the Public Prosecutor 
immediately let the cat out of the bag by de¬ 
manding that 1 should be mentally examined. 
(Sec notes in Para: 1). My solicitor objected at 
once, on the ground that in a case of alleged 


Infringement of the Press Law there is no pro¬ 
vision for mental examination within the Act. 
The Court took no heed of this important plea 
and after discussion for one hour it was pro¬ 
nounced that I should be mentally examined — 
as a preliminary! ’The Court then adjourned un¬ 
til August 18. 

Para: 4. A medical certificate was required to keep me 
under observation on mental grounds, and in or¬ 
der to attain their goal: — my confinement in a 
lunatic asylum. (Note again: Para: 1). For this 
purpose the senior physician of the Psychiatric 
Hospital of Stockholm, Helge Knoos, was chosen. 
I was not obliged to go to him because the enti¬ 
re procedure was contrary to Swedish law, but 
I wanted to find out how it would be done and 1 
had confidence in his professional integrity as he 
was Swedish. But, I was deceived. The necessary 
certificate lay before the Court on August 18: 
’’Continued mental examination necessary.” Af¬ 
ter a few minute’s deliberation the Court con¬ 
curred — naturally! 

Para: S, A protest against this decision was lodged with 
the Court of Appeal, but the protest was rejec¬ 
ted by this court on October 24, 1947, 

Para: 6. Now the scheme began to develop! Immediately 
there came a request from the head physician of 
Ullcrakers Asylum, Dr. Hans Nystrom, that I 
should go there. Why? Could' not Dr. KhdoS 
continue the work he had begun so well? 

I refused to go; it was time to put a stop to the 
game. Not for the fun of it have I studied Juda¬ 
ism for 26 years! 

Para: 7. The next step also came from Dr.' Hans Nystrom 
who, at the Magistrate’s Court, requested an 
order that should force me to go to Ulleraker 
Asylum. 1 was away at the time and could not 
attend the court on November 17, but my soli¬ 
citor was present and he was told that I risked 
being taken to Ulleraker under police escort as 
often as the physician required! The first visit 
under police escort took place on January 20, 
1948. I now await the next*) with utmost tran¬ 
quillity, a tranquillity inspired by consciousness 
of the fact that what I am doing I do in the true 
interest of our country and our people. The same 
should be the cause of every right-minded 
Swede; but, to their shame, there are Swedes 
who put the interests of Jewry first.

However, things went wrong for the Jews, 
and the newspaper “Expressen” reportedl as follows 
on the result of, the examination at UUeraker Hospi¬ 
tal : * ‘Mr. Aberg is perfectly sane and has no need of 
hospital custody.” 


Yet the Jewish campaign of persecution was unre¬ 
lenting. ‘‘The South African Jewish Times” (18/7/ 
47) reported that the Swedish Government had as¬ 
sured jhc.J^rld. Jewish ^Cpngr^.l^haibjt,wpuld_dq_ 
all in its power to stop the anti-^mitic propaganda 
issued from Sweden.’” Pines were impost on Einar 
Aberg between 1948 and 1953 as a result of the en¬ 
forcement of a ‘‘group defamation” clause in the 
Swedish penal code, teown in consequence as the 
‘‘Lex Aberg.” 


Still Einar Aberg’s-work continued, and so the 
Jews clamored for sterner measures. In 1954 a 
Jewish approach was made to the Swedish King re¬ 
questing the suppression of Einar Aberg. A month 
later he was imprisoned, the Copenhagen ‘‘Jodisk 
Samfund” rejoicing with the blazing headline: ‘‘A 
Letter to King Qustaf Adolf and Einar Aberg was 
sentenced.” In 1956 he was sentenced; to-a further 
term of imprisonment, making the total up to three 
months.' • ' 

Despite' ill-health, Emar Aberg has fought on. He 
has just been prosecuted again, immediately follow¬ 
ing a visit to the SwedMi Ambassador in'London by 
Barnett Janner, President of the Jemsh Board of 
Deputies in Britain, who, said the London ‘‘Jewish 
Chronicle”: ‘‘Expressed the anxieties felt by Jews 
at Aberg’s propaganda.” Yet the leaflets still go 
out all over the world, sent .by this courageous Swed¬ 
ish racial nationalist whose motto is ‘‘The Truth to 
the People 1”

to write this letter and that would imprison you and me for taking a stand against Jewish 
control and against the mongrelization of our race. This law is being pushed by the Jew 
Senator from New York Jacob Javits and others. We think we have it killed, but we must 
take no chances. 


4, The reason that the organized Jews in America and nearly all the Rabbis and 
nearly all the outspoken members of the Jewish hierarchy are against the prosecution 
of the Vietnamese War against Communism is because they want to save American blood and 
American money for the establishment of a World Government in Israel.

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EYEWITNESS REPORT FROM INSIDE THE U.N.

Editor*s Note ; Charles W. Winegarner has just completed interviews inside 
the United Nations with many Ambassadors and Embassy personalities. He has 
contacts which would shock and surprise the reader if they knew exactly the 
names of the people with whom he visits and the sources of information that 
he has had in the preparation of this memo.

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U Thant, the Secretary-General of fhe United Nations, is a Marxist, a 
Socialist and a pagan. He resigned and threatened to quit, hoping that the 
threat of chaos inside the United Nations would give him a more willful con¬ 
trol over the destiny of this body. He has won a temporary victory because 
he has implied an ultimatum; namely, that he will mature his resignation 
unless Red China is admitted to the United Nations. He is definitely pro- 
Moscow and pro-Red China. He is definitely against patriotic China, usually 
known as Nationalist China, which is headed by the Chiang Kai-sheks. He 
is without doubt one of the most enigmatic and obnoxious figures on the 
international scene. To represent U Thant as a neutral between the 
Communist world and the non-Communist world is to represent a falsehood. He 
is a chicken bone in the throat of America. .He did much to sabotage the 
strong position that should have been taken against Castro's Cuba when we 
lost that engagement through the blunder of Kennedy and his intellectual 
advisors, mostly Harvard Jews, led by the now-resigned Arthur Schlesinger.

Speaking further of U Thant — he is constantly giving out public statements 
concerning the barbarism of the United States as it fights the Vietnamese 
War. He does not seem to be alarmed over the barbarism of the North Viet¬ 
namese and their Communist mentors. U Thant hates the United States, and 
to permit this man to remain on our soil while the Treasury of the United 
States underwrites and finances the enterprise which he directs is a further 
indication of the softness and the appeasement and the treason which has 
been inside our own Government down through these years. In the historic 
swan song address which was given by the late Senator Joe McCarthy, he .. 
referred to that period when we were selling the 
"twenty years of treason." 


Next to U Thant as an enigma stands Goldberg. This Jew has been a political 
beatnik ever since he came on the American scene. In the early days he was 
associated with the most radical and pro-Communist labor organizations in 
America. He has been a consenting part of scores of front activities 
enigmatic to the traditional welfare of the United States. His decisions 
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while in the Supreme Court and his conduct while Attorney General of the 
United States were all on the side of the left wing pressures. His 
capacity to mobilize organized Jewry gives him a power inside our Government 
far beyond the power which any minority in our great Christian America de¬ 
serves, His power became so great at one time that President Johnson prom¬ 
ised that he (Goldberg) would be the first Jewish President of the United 
States, Now that LBJ has spoken out against the Jews and has accused them 
of sabotaging the Vietnamese war, Goldberg's strength may have diminished 
some. Even though after LBJ had indulged in his outburst, Goldberg called 
a secret conference of Jewish leaders in New York City in an attempt to, 
appease them and try to convince them-that LBJ didn't mean it, but one lead¬ 
ing Jewish journalist who reported the story, one Milton Friedman, said he 
knew exactly what he was saying and he reported Johnson's statement correct¬ 
ly. And another prominent Jewish journalist wrote an editorial saying, 

'_'We just as well assume that every public man will eventually, under pressure, 
indulge in outbursts against the Jews, They have all done it at one time 
or another," he said, "including Eisenhower, Kennedy, Truman as well as 
Roosevelt." All of these men have felt the tyranny of the organized Jew, 
and as of now they have all yielded to that tyranny as much as they might 
have chafed under it at times. It is the belief of expert observers that 
there are too many skeletons in the LBJ closet for hini to resist the Jews 
very long. Therefore, Goldberg is likely to increase as an enigma and his 
power is likely to expand because of his ability to cooperate with those 
who can shake the skeletons in Johnson's closet.

Speaking further of Goldberg — his background and his record as a pro-left, 
pro-Marxist appeaser convinces the mature observers inside the United Nations 
that whereas he is compelled to respond to public reaction in America 
against the admission of Red China, he would be willing to make the deal 
under the table if it could be slipped*over in such a way as to deceive the 
American people. He is very friendly with U Thant# In fact, he was one 
who led the campaign in opposition to U Thant's resignation. He also led 
the campaign to repeal the rules V7hich permit our enemies to vote inside the 
United Nations without paying their dues as required under the Charter.

No one can dare pretend to be a student of U.N. politics and U.N, affairs 
and U.N. operations unless he is alerted to the enigmatic conspiratorial 
activities of U Thar>t and Goldberg.

These 
people have all taken large sums of money away from the United States and 
vote against us at every opportunity unless they make a deal with Goldberg 
in advance so that our representatives come over to their side.

No diplomatic blunder made by the United States in the years past could equal 
or surpass the blunder that our representatives made in the handling of the 
Arab countries in the days when the Israelis were stealing Palestine. These 
Zionist Jews used world propaganda sympathy to invade the Holy Land and steal 
property which had belonged to the Arabs for generations and generations and 
generations. It is estiniated now that the value of what they stole is at 
least twenty billion dollars. These people were disarmed by the British, 
and then the United States and the British proceeded to arm the Zionist 
Jews who in Violence and slaughter drove the people out of their own homes 
into the desert to starve and suffer and to languish. Genocide is the word 
for this behaviour, but we never hear anything about this Genocide from the 
Jewish propagandists. The Zionist lobbyists proceeded then, through Harry 
Truman and others, to treat the Arabs with contempt and shut off all of 
their facilities for defense and for offense. In those early days, shortly 
after Nasser came to power, Gerald L. K. Smith addressed a meeting of Arab 
diplomats in New York City in which he warned them of what was going to 
take place. His warning seemed so extreme that even some of them couldn't 
believe it, but here is what he said: "Under Jewish pressure, you are 
going to be cut off from all aid and assistance by the United States Govern¬ 
ment.^ You will not be able to defend yourselves against Jewish aggression. 
You will not be ^ble to maintain your economy. Although the Arabs have been 
our friends for generations, their friendship will be repulsed by the 
Jewish control inside the Government of the United States, and then you 
will be desperate and you will be forced to turn to any neighbor, from 
Czechoslovakia to Russia, from Poland to China, for the trade and the aid 
necessary to keep you alive economically." Then he said; "After you 
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have yielded to this inescapable pressure brought on by the.shortsighted¬ 
ness of our Jew-controlled diplomatic policy, the Jew-controlled press^ 
will then begin to advertise you as pro-Communist so that they can mobilize 
the contempt of the American people against you.'* That is exactly what 
has happened. The Arabs were forced to take favors from the Communists, 
and to trade with the Communists even though the Arab Republic outlawed 
the Communist Party and made it a criminal offense to promote Communism 
inside their borders. Egypt wanted us to help her develop her great water 
projects, but under John Foster Dulles and others, she was insulted and 
repulsed and turned to Russia. Even with this dependence upon trade from 
the East, the Arabs have done an amazing job of keeping themselves free 
from Red domination.

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Every picture inside the United Nations is not dark. The Jewish control 
over the United Nations which was hoped for and anticipated in the beginning 
has not gone as smoothly as had been anticipated by the international Jews. 
Several resolutions designed to put a burden on the Arabs and others who 
have resisted Jewish tyranny have failed, and the majority has stood with 
the Arabs, There is one bright light in the United Nations. When writers 
and publicists refer to the "Ugly American’," anyone who can read between the 
lines knows that Americans seem ugly to many foreign countries and foreign 
diplomats because the only Americans they have seen have been Jewish 
traitors and Jewish sharpies and Jewish money-changers. 


Goldberg and his gang of Jews and international Marxists and mongrelizers 
are out to destroy the greatest nation on the southern«portion of the 
African continent, and that is South Africa._ This is one nation where 
the white man has kept himself in control of'the situation, and while con¬ 
trolling the situation and disciplining the blacks, he has given the blacks 
of his republic a living standard and a comfort, that they have not been 
able to find in the lands where they have taken complete control. In fact. 







a great reaction is going on inside Central Africa, Encouraged by the 
Goldbergs and their diplomatic ilk, the black barbarians of Africa 
fouled their brood and burned their bridges behind them about the same 
as the blacks have been doing here in the United States. They slaughtered 
the white people and drove the white people out, and when given complete 
command they could not do anything. They didn't even know enough to run 
their waterworks or their light plants or their power projects or even 
their businesses. Beautiful buildings built by the British and the Belgians 
and the Portuguese are ghosts in the streets and grown up in grass, and 
now the inadequate authorities who are left are in a desperate campaign to 
persuade the white people that know to come back and help them to re¬ 
establish something which looks like civilization. They would be happy if 
they could establish something one-third as good as it was before their 
white mentors were driven out. To think that the diplomats and the dema¬ 
gogues of America have encouraged this African chaos and have joined in a 
campaign to crucify South Africa is a disgrace and a black mark in the 
book of American history. 


Singlehanded, the little white Republic of Rhodesia, led by the courageous 
Christian patriot Ian Smith, has stood up to the conspiratorial big powers 
in their determination not to be enslaved by the blacks. Of course, they 
have been helped by South Africa, and furthermore the overall population 
of their official enemies--Britain and the United States—has been secretly 
for Ian Smith and his determination to avoid black rule. It is believed 
here, even among the enemies of Smith policy, that Rhodesia will come out 
of this conflict a strong,'independent little nation holding high the 
banner of white man self-respect. 


The moral substance of the personalities inside the United Nations is un¬ 
believable. The whole complex reeks with adultery, fornication, homo¬ 
sexuality and lesbianism. Men high in positions of authority organize 
and conduct sex orgies where large numbers of people come and remove all 
of their clothing and engage in drunken brawls which would embarrass the 
Caesars, The black diplomats from Africa are ready prey for white prosti¬ 
tutes. They seem to have unlimited sums of money available to them. They 
ride in liveried limousines with white chaffeurs, and they tempt white 
young women with prostituted pay that these weaklings cannot resist, and 
one can look out almost at any time and see these greasy blacks riding 
in the back of Cadillacs and Continental limousines in the company of their 
white paramours. Certain nightclubs and other dens of iniquity cater to 
this mixture of the African diplomat with the white prostitute, and strange 
enough there are actually white secretaries who would not classify 
ordinarily as paid prostitutes who consider themselves flattered to be 
riding around with Ambassadors even though they are black as the Congo. 


I hesitate to speak about England, because England is going down as rapid¬ 
ly as the ancient civilizations of the past. As a people she has become 
depraved religiously, politically, sociologically, morally and economical¬ 
ly. England has been living in the midst of an artificial boom based upon 
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American credit. Since the first V/orld War she has been spending our 
money to give prosperity to herself. She has encouraged these radical 
Labor governments who have taught their people not to work and not to 
take responsibility and only ’to spend money taken from the rich and from 
the treasury of the United States, Now her sources of revenue have run 
out and even the head of the Labor government is compelled to .tr.y to intro¬ 
duce a stern policy of economic controls. This will -not help unless the 
British people can- learn how to "work again. They hav.e quit working,^ A 
recent survey shows that it requires approximately three Englishmen in 
an industrial plant to do as much work as is done by one Canadian or one 
American. Even the business executives do.not work any more. They come 
to work at 10 o'clock. They drink cocktails for two hours at noon. They 
lay around, and the workers absolutely loaf on the job, and if anyone 
interferes with their depravity and their laziness, they strike. The 
British pound is in great danger, and if the British pound should happen 
to go it will menace the American dollar more'»than the average American 
can imagine, because we have pinned our economic policy to the traditional 
economic responsibility of the British Empire. But there is no British 
Empire—just a little island filled with shiftless people,^ This, of course, 
does not apply to millions of people in Britain, These shiftless bums who 
have determined the policy of Britain do not represent the great British 
people any more*than Martin Luther King and Arthur Goldberg and LBJ repre¬ 
sent the great people of America, Nevertheless, these wrong people are 
determining our national policy. 


The,United Nations building.sits in the center of a sociological, political 
and economic jungle. I am a man 33 years of age,who stands 6 feet, 

4 inches tall, and I am not timid, but there are many, many streets in 
New York City I wouldn’t think of walking down even in the daytime. There 
are many sections of New York City that I would not drive a’locked *’ • 
car through even in the daytime. Not only has New York City become one 
great big black slum, but it has become a jungle of danger, Provincial 
communities which at one time were occupied by certain European elements 
in the areas that were called slums have how been overrun by these blacks. 
The filth, the crime, and the immorality involving sex’, dope and liquor 
is beyond the description which could be given with ordinary words. It 
cannot be described. 'It can only be witnessed. Manhattan is occupied 
by only two classes, of people^ the rich and the slum population. All 
middle class, self-respecting people with a few.exceptions have moved out, 
and the city has not only lost a very attractive populationj but they have 
lost hundreds and thousands of taxpayers while it carries a relief load 
in its Welfare Department of nearly one million people who loaf and 
refuse to work and respond to picket lines, sitdowns and liedowns and black 
revolutionary excitement. Any white man who,opposes them is threatened. 

It is not a case of heckling a man in a public meeting. .It is a case of 
following him home and knocking the windows out of his house or burning 
down his place of residence. These blacks have been, taught to do that by 
the politicians who are now in power. The big hypocrite Martin Luther 
King, who poses as a non-violent clergyman, was trained in the arts of 
revolution. His responsibility is to create the discontent and the 
excitement and bring the community to the edge of-violence and leave 
while the tougher boys take-over. The reaction is.so-great in New 
York City that if a man were to run for Mayor on a white supremacy ticket, 
he Would get most of the-white votes, and the only way that he would be 
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defeated would be by the blacks who have begun to outnumber the whites in 
many areas of the city. The property values are going down. Manufacturers 
are afraid to move into this area, The white man's panic is on. In 
fact, this black revolution has thrown an uncertainty into the thinking 
of the American people which could be responsible for the drop in the 
stock market values. 


Speaking of slums, I hold that slums are created by these irresponsible 
blacks. We have not created the slums for them. They have created the 
slums for us. They move into these beautiful neighborhoods of our great 
cities after the younger generation moves out into the suburbs. Why do 
they have to destroy and demolish these beautiful old homes? Why didn't 
they do like the other racial groups who came to us from Europe--the Germans, 
the Italians, the Scandinavians and the rest—why didn't they improve these 
communities instead bf djemolishing them'and make of them rat-infested 
garbage cans? They bring the-garbage. The white man hasn't'"imposed the 
garbage on them. ' Left to-themselves they become garbage themselves. I am 
not speaking about the exceptions. I am not speaking about the occasional 
black or a great number of blacks who have accomplished good. I am talking 
about this overwhelming mass of half-savage people we are supposed to take 
into our neighborhoods, into our schools, into our homes and into our 
swimming pools. The reaction is on. The American people will not permit 
this dilution of their culture by these barbarians. 


The chief reason that I continue to come to the United Nations involves 
several projects: (1) To press buttons and pull wires and make the contacts 
necessary to keep Red China out. (2) To alert the Ambassadorial delegates 
to the Zionist Jew conspiracy for world power via the U.N, (3) To remind 
these delegations that a growing sentiment is developing in America to the 
effect that we are about to'veto all economic aid to nations which are not 
our friends in war and peace. 


The official Chinese delegation, of course, is represented by Nationalist 
China, a government of exiles, headed by General Chiang Kai-shek. My re¬ 
lationship to this delegation has been very cordial, and representatives 
of this delegation have been very complimentary in giving us their opinion 
concerning what we have done to help keep Red China out. There are two 
tricks being attempted by the Goljhergs and the U Thants and their ilk; 
namely, one is to admit Red China and have two Chinas in the United Nations 
—Red China and a patriotic China. The other trick is to admit Red China 
and throw Nationalist China, which I sometimes refer to as patriotic 
China, out of the United Nations. Our committee is not taking full credit 
for this, of course. Other forces have been at work. Public sentiment 
has even overwhelmed the secret desires of Arthur Goldberg as. of the 
moment. Nevertheless, we have come through another year with Red China 
repulsed and kept out. Almost every time that I have gone to New York 
City even my good friends inside the United Nations have said: "Mr. 
Winegarner, I hate to discourage you, but you are wasting your time and 


(Over) 








the money of your committee. In spite of all that can be done, they are 
going to admit Red China this year.*' My director and senior crusader 
Gerald L, K.'Smith has never given up and has always believed that we, 
matched with others, could keep these barbarians off the American soil, 
because he, like the rest of us, knows that once we admit Red China to 
the United Nations, they will demand diplomatic recognition in Washington 
and proceed to flood our Nation with spies the way the Russians did. Even 
at this juncture in world history, propaganda notwithstanding, the press 
notwithstanding, I am still not sure that there is a feud between the 
Russians and the Red Chinese. I am not so sure but what it is a diplomatic 
conspiracy to deceive the world and persuade us to let down our guard 
against Russia in Europe and elsewhere. 


The United Nations as an institution is becoming a .bureaucratic, jobholding 
enterprise, which as of the moment has an influence approaching zero. It 
is a show-window, a'talk-fest, a sterilized parliament. It was organized 
to preserve peace and order in the world, and the world is in the throes of 
complete chaos. Those who feared that it might graduate into a dominant 
world government should feel encouraged, but should take nothing for granted. 
One never knows when a hidden hand operation might' spring into action. 


The United Nations has given up the idea of putting over- the Genocide Treaty 
as an international law, but do not be encouraged, A .sneaky formula has 
been-substituted in the name of The National Convention (Treaty) on the 
Elimination of all Forms of Racial Discrimination. .‘This formula is more 
terrible and more threatening than the original Genocide Treaty which, al¬ 
though it pretended to be’ a plan to prevent mass murder, -was really a plan 
to prevent and outlaw the criticism of the Jew and the opposition to mon- 
grelization. In the old Genocide Treaty there were more limitations as to 
what could be done to an individual in violation,•but under this new , 
scheme an individual who writes an editorial, or merely-hints in a speech 
that he is opposed to race-mixing can be caught'up by an ..international agent 
and drawn into a hearing and can wind up in an international court and rele¬ 
gated to an international prison. It is vicious and horrible and treasonable 
in its content. It has already been approved by the United Nations and 
waits only to be approved by the Senate of the United States in order to be 
effective among American people, -The reader will be interested,, but not 
shocked to know that one of the first to sign this atrocious document was 
U, S. Ambassador to the United Nations Arthur Goldberg.

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Speaking of Goldberg — his prestige in*the United Nations is very low. He 
is looked upori as an-ordinary Jew lawyer, of. the ghetto type — crude, 
aggressive, obnoxious, willful and .cunning, ’ It is-rumored that he is 
getting restless'in his job and wishes he was back- in the Supreme Court, but, 
of course, LBJ has promised to make -him the first, Jew President of the 
United States. Since LBJ'got a bit" fed-up *on-the Jews because, of their 
opposition to his Vietnamese policy, his enthusiasm for, .Goldberg may have 
been somewhat diluted, but this too should not- be taken; for granted.

One of the saddest facts that no visitor to the United Nations can overlook 
is the depraved, listless, unprincipled ^manner of the delegations from the 
Scandinavian states as well as Britain. Marxist Socialism has just about 









understood, but which in fact is pitiful, because what was done to these 
Arabs did not represent the will of the real American people. It represented 
the willful determination of the corrupted politicians. This might have 
been prevented if America had had a free press, but most of the metropolitan 
newspapers and international news agencies are controlled by the Jews. Con¬ 
sequently, the atrocities which took place in Palestine when the Jews were 
killing Arabs and driving them out of their homes and stealing their real 
estate to the amount of about twenty billion dollars worth, the American 
people didn’t- even know it. It was years before they even knew that a 
million of these helpless people had been driven into the desert by the Jews 
to starve and suffer. The reader can imagine what this did to the goodwill 
which had been built up among the Arab people by the Christians of America, 
only to be destroyed by the Jews who were given^the sappy cooperation of 
misguided Christians and misguided citizens hy ’“the 'false interpretation of 
Holy Scripture. 

This tidal wave of^^hate across the Arab world in the midst of great suffering, 
starvation and desperation laid the Arabs wide open for propaganda from our 
enemies. In spite of the fact that the Bolshevik revolution was the work of 
Jewish money, Jewish brains and Jewish organization, the politicians in 
Moscow concluded that the most cunning thing they could do was to sympathize . 
with the Arabs and condemn the Americans for the way they have permitted the 
Jews to persecute and abuse the Arabs. 

This brings me to one of the saddest things I have to report. Inside the 
Arab Legation are men of great character and understanding. One of the men 
who has been my friend‘through the years is perhaps one of the best informed 
individuals whom I have ever met.- He brought me this time the sad news that 
as things now stand the Soviet Union is more popular in the Arab world than 
the United States of America. This can be understood. It should never have 
happened. The people who are responsible for this chaos are the Jews. Now 
the Jews can go to the American people with their controlled newspapers and 
say, "Again you must stand with us, and, if necessary, help us.to slaughter 
the Arabs because they are your enemies." This is why the Jews in general 
are opposed to a strong "stop Communism" policy in the Far East. They want 
to save American money and American blood for the day that they can 
preQipi-fate an, incident* in the ^^iddle-East *an<i s.ell the American people on 
the idea that we must enthrone the Jew and slaughter the Arab. 
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destroyed all initiative and individual enterprise and political indepen¬ 
dence which originally existed in Denmark, Sweden and Norway. The Jews, 
the internationalists and the mongrelizers find these states easy pawns 
in the fulfillment of their cunning and tricky plans, Inside the bureau¬ 
cracies of these states are certain individuals who agree strongly with 
those of us who take a stand, but they are completely helpless as they work 
under the authority of the prostituted royalty and prostituted bureaucracy 
of their own home countries. 


One Ambassador who has been my close personal friend for some years recently 
returned from England. His report on the condition of affairs there is sad 
beyond description. The British population has been destroyed, paralyzed and 
corrupted in harmony with the formula given in ‘'The Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zion" when they announced how they proposed to corrupt and destroy 
and enslave the goyim. Socialism and Marxism and atheism and secularism 
have eaten up this people. They refuse to work, They refuse to take respon¬ 
sibility. Tax burdens have become so heavy that private enterprise has been 
crushed and paralyzed. The slogan of the nation is "Sex, Sex, Sex." Even 
the lewdness of the Beatles has been honored by the Royal Family. No nation 
in modern history has degenerated more completely and more pitifully than 
Britain. Even so, in this historic land there are still thousands, if not 
millions, of fine good people, just as there are in the United States, but 
they are helpless in the presence of these perverters of tradition, Christian 
faith and good conscience.

One of the big problejns in the world today is the problem of the Arab versus 
the Jew, and it represents a dilemma which cannot be fathomed by man.

Those 
of us who stand for the right thing can only say the right thing and trust 
in God that right will prevail. Here is the formula which has produced 
chaos.

Tears fill my eyes* My heart bleeds. I stoop as I feel the pressures of 
responsibility upon me. 

As one who has made a lifetime study of trends and conditions in general, 
I know what is going on in America and in the world. I know the dangers 
we face. I know how critical the situation is. I know how deadly and 
lethal are the threats. 


There are times when I would to God that a miraculous wand could be waved 
over me and remove me from the 'blood, sweat and tears' which I have to face 
every hour and every day and every week and every month in fulfilling my re¬ 
sponsibility to you and to my country and to my God, but I would not have 
it any other way. 

I believe I have been nut here on this earth for a special purpose and I 
will not be able to please my conscience or my God unless I fulfill this 
purpose; namely, to enlighten myself concerning the facts, to pass those 
facts on to receptive readers and listeners and to outline strategies of 
fulfillment designed to save our country, our civilization, our Christian 
faith, our racial self-respect, our native enterprise and our souls because 
if we do any less than our best, we will lose our souls in the despair and ,, 
guilt and violation. 

It.was St. Paul who said, 'For me to live is Christ and for me to die is 
gain'. At another time he implied that the selfish thing for him to have 
done was to have left this earth but his responsibility to God and to man 
would not permit it. He must remain as he did on this earth until he could 
say, "l have fought the good fight. I have kept the faith. I have finished 
my course". To this end have I given my life. 

If the general public and the rank and file of American people knew what I 
know concerning the facts of this hour as they relate to our national and 
international welfare we would have a complete panic. Mobs of people would

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be roving the street in terror and in fright. Enough has been done to America 
and enough is being done to completely destroy us, but for the fact that there 
are still people like you and me in the world; in fact, there are still mil¬ 
lions of us and our nvimbers are increasing. 

I am not a discouraged nassimist. I have never been a defeatist. Those '• 
around me. including my lifetime companion., have never heard me use the word 
'discouraged' in applying te mv mood . Mv faith, my belief, my inspired hope 
have always served to convince me that the ultimate for those who dare stand 
fast is victory and I believe that to be the case at this very moment . 

In refusing to be pessimists, we must not become silly, fuzzy, shallow optim¬ 
ists who refuse to look the situation in the face and be realistic concerning 
pur problems. Yes, there are scores of issues, scores of problems and thou- 
' sands of threats to our way of life. But at this very moment we face three 
acute, definable threats that we dare not overlook because they involve our 
money, our blood and our national future. If we move in the wrong direction 
or if we violate our patriotic responsibilities by commission or omission, 
we will drop our nation and our civilization into the pitch pit of destruction.

Mature observers and even editorialists in our metropolitan newspapers are 
“ now beginning to confess that the civil war is on. Only a few days before 
this was written, 1500 Blacks mingled with a few white anarchists met in a 
hall in North Los Angeles with guns and other lethal weapons and announced 
to each other their plans to go out and seize the University of California 
located in Northridge.

The failure to discover life on the moon or even any signs of life in previous times, only 
serves to und.erscore the fact that there is something very special about this earth which 
God, Almighty chose to populate with creatures made in His own image to have dominion over 
a realm favored, vrith atmosphere, climate, vegetation and. animal life; vri.th all the multi¬ 
billion dollar explorations that have been made by the most ad.venturesome men of science, 
no one has been able to dispute the fact that among the millions of planets there is some¬ 
thing very special about God.'s personal relationship with this earth. 

While America has been 'capturing the moon' and. preoccupying herself x^ith Mars at a cost 
approaching $ 50 , 000 , 000 , 000 . 00 , those who have seized, the positions of authority in religion, 
politics, culture and. finance have surrendered.

wives. What is the influence of parents who say to 
their children, “Do not do sis « but do as I say”. 
The result is the paralysis of and the complete 

breakdown of communicaticKi confidence. 

In homes where self-respecting parents have at¬ 
tempted to follow in the tradition of their fathers they 
find themselves fighting off three satanic foes, all bat¬ 
tling for priority in the possession of their children. 

1. The cold-blooded, sinful world with its dope, its 
drunkenness, its immorality, its dissipation and its 
Christless materialism. All these have been encouraged 
by many of our cultural organizations and our so-called 
educational institutions.

How much of this is Meyer Lansky and Commxmist money 
is not easily ascertainable. It is however, known that for a period 
of years Lansky, through the use of "dummy corporations", politicians, 
bribery and front men, managed eventually to obtain control of the 
multi-million dollar plush gambling casinos in the Bahamas. As soon 
as full control had been obtained, Cornfeld's Investors Overseas Ser¬ 
vice took over the entire operation. Until the Securities and Exch¬ 
ange Ccmunission took action against Cornfeld's Geneva and Panair^, 
based financial octopus, Cornfeld was involved with gambling 
prises in Nevada as also was Meyer Lansky. The importance of the 
crime syndicate is such that a foxindation financed by gambling opera¬ 
tions kept Siopreme Court Justice Wm. 0. Douglas on the payroll. Corn¬ 
feld keeps former American Deputy Ambassador to the U.N. James Roose¬ 
velt, son of FDR, on his payroll at a high figure.

An op eration similar_-to Cornfeld' s is n ow Jn, format ion, a 
bine-of the Rockefelle rs and Rothschild s-^ The Rockefellers, through 
their International Basic Economy Corp., and the N. M. Rothschild & 
Sons, London bankers, are forming a new worldwide Mutual Fund opera¬ 
tion. The name is tentatively set at R.R.R., Inc. and corporation 
papers are to be filed at Curacao In the Netherlands Antilles. Actual 
working headquarters will be located in Luxemburg and it will be a 
50-50 partnership. International Basic Economy Corp. is technically 
headed by Rodman C. Rockefeller, 37-year old son of Nelson. It has 
140 subsidiaries and affiliates in 33 countries and is involved in 
food processing, housing, supermarkets, poultry,nanufacturing, tex¬ 
tiles and financing. Partners in the N. M. Rothschild & Sons include 
Evelyn R. A. de Rothschild, Edmund L. de Rothschild, Leopold D. de 
Rothschild, Jacob Rothschild, and Baron Guy de Rothschild. The com¬ 
bine will be one of the richest backed firms in the world and a spokes¬ 
man told the Wall Street Journal that they plan on operating a Corn- 
feld-style organization. If so, this would include investing money 
secretly for high ranking Communists, international syndicate gam¬ 
blers and others who wish their wealth kept secret. 


The biggest problem the crime syndicate faces is what to do 
with the hundreds of millions of dollars they acquire. If it is 
banked or invested in the U.S., it may be traced by Federal Internal 
Revenue Agents and would become subject to high tax. It is necessary 
therefore, that secret bank accounts be maintained, foreign corpora¬ 
tions set up for the purpose of banking and investing these fantasti- i 
cally large sums of money. The nature of such illegal financial 
transactions requires conspiratorial activities and the Communists 
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are the world's largest group of conspirators wid^secret agents 
almost ever 3 rwhere. Thus» it is that the same bank which handles 
the crime syndicate money handles banking operations for Communist 
countries. As we pointed out, the same couriers who take satchels 
full of money to the bank in Switzerland bring other money back 
for the use of the Communists. 


Even the Communist Party in United States is wealthy and 
cannot become involved in legitimate business in its own name. 
Communist funds often are invested by individuals in their own 
names and, upon their deaths, the funds are returned to the Party. 
When the Communist Party "inherits” a large sum of money upon the 
death of an individual, it is quite p^sible that the money belong¬ 
ed to the Party in the first place. As far back as 1939 it was 
disclosed in Hearings of the Special Committee on Un-American Acti¬ 
vities of the House of Representatives that the Communist Party had 
vast sums of money. An accountant working for the House Committee 
checked 43 bank accotints in which the Communist Party made deposits 
and for the short period covered, the total deposits were 
$10,164,730.91. Three accounts were in the name of William E. Brow¬ 
der (who happened to be N.Y. State treasurer of the Communist Party) 
but the accounts gave no such indication and were in his personal 
name. Over a period of approximately two years the deposits in 
these three accounts amounted to $1,302,177.13. 

During these same hearings some interesting testimony was given 
by Robert William Weiner, Financial Secretary of the Communist Party, 
president of the International Workers' Order (IWO) and Chairman of 
the executive committee of the Jewish People's Committee (also known 
as the Jewish Committee Against Fascism and Anti-Semitism). Weiner, 
who was outlining the source of the income of the Communist Party, 
stated that much of it came from dues but a large amount came from 
contributions and gave the following testimony: 


CHAIRMAN...you are now talking about contributors, people whom 
you say are wealthy people...who are contributing to the Communist 
Party. MR. MASON. I understand some of those contributors are very 
important-positioned people -- people occiipying in^ortant positions 
—and that it might be embarrassing for their names to be divulged? 
MR. WEINER. That is right. 


Another witness who testified as to the Communist methods of 
raising funds was a former Communist, Dr. David H. Dubrowsky, who 
had been director of the Soviet Red Cross in the United States. The 
N.Y. Times stated: 

"In his 'birdseye view' of 'rackets' set up by the Soviet 
Government in this country 'to fleece innocents abroad'. Dr. Dubrow¬ 
sky sketched briefly the organization of 'front' groups like those

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■Chicago, Florida and other locations. Among those subpoenaed Is 
Meyer Lansky who consistently has been untouchable, and who Is the 
secret head of the entire crime syndicate In the U.S. Meyer Lansl^ 
Is an alias; this crime overlord originally was given the name 
Maler Suchowljansky. He was born In Poland In 1902 and came to 
New York with his parents from Poland In 1911. His family had for¬ 
merly lived In Czarlst Rvissla and were reported as having been Bol¬ 
sheviks who fled from Russia to the U.S. to avoid prosecution. 
Lansky himself Is reported as secretly far to the left. 

Prior to Meyer Lansky's financing and directing the Mafia and 
crime syndicate, the post had been held by Arnold Rothsteln who 
was mxirdered In 1928.

A 
highly confidential soiurce advised that Lansky has personal cash, 
real estate, and Investments valued In excess of $300 million. 
Lansky had financial Interests in Emby Distributing Corp. (juke 
boxes). Consolidated Television, Inc., Tele-A-King, Inc., Elane 
Food Co., and Molaska (molasses S 3 rndlcate), which fiumeled supplies 
to Illegal stills all over the U.S. during prohibition days, and 
today he has International Investments both legitimate and Illegal. 

An expose published a few years ago In the Miami Herald quoted 
Elliott Roosevelt, then mayor of Miami Beach, as stating: "The mob 
doesn't rtin this town. The mob owns It." The article stated: 

"Millions of dollars made from murder, dope and syndi^e^^S gam¬ 
bling have been funneled into ocean-front property here. . lYhe 
racketeers are most solidly rooted as owners of priceless beach¬ 
front land. . .In other cases, they hold 99-year leases. . . In 
others, they lent money to build the hotels and motels. . .One of 
the town's most Influential owners, one of the silent hosts. Is 
Meyer Lansky of Hallandale - prohibition mobster, gangland execu¬ 
tioner, Caribbean casino king, boss of the nation's Eastern Syndi¬ 
cate. . .If his past were not so bloody and well known, he would 
be a pillar of the Miami Beach social and financial community. 

"He and his racketeer friends have a financial Interest in 
more of Miami Beach than any other individual or corporation, al¬ 
though Lansky’s name does not appear on a single deed or mortgage." 

Lansky’s most active front-man Is named as Isidore Blumenfeld, 
alias Kid Cann, who operates with a group of relatives through what 
Is called the Minneapolis Combination".

Poor's Sagister of 1961 shows Orovitz as Treasurer and Director 
of the General Development Corp. and lists Gardner Cowles (C.F.R. 
member) as Chairman of the Board and Gabriel Hauge (C.F.R. member) 
as a Director. The sales range of the organization was given as 50 
to 75 million. Orovitz was eventually indicted in connection with 
some dealings in General Development. The interest of United States 
Attorney Robert Morgenthau in Orovitz was aroused when a package 
containing $50,000 in cash was delivered to the Miami Post Office 
to be passed along to Orovitz throxigh an intermediary. Morgenthau's 
interest led to an investigation which led to Orovitz's indictment. 

Orovitz played a "behind-the-scenes” role in Grand Bahama af¬ 
fairs starting from the time his office was used as the meeting 
place to plan the gambling casino. When the operation began, the 
bagman or courier carried cash and checks frcxn Grand Bahama to Oro¬ 
vitz at Miami Beach. During an investigation in 1967 Orovitz's 
name was found on several large checks drawn on the Bank of Miami 
Beach in favor of the Grand Bahama Amxisements Company, Ltd. He had 
been placed on the pa)n:oll of the Grand Bahama Development Company 
on Nov. 1, 1964 as a "consultant”. 

A more recent entry in the Bahamas gatnbling activities has been 
Bernard Cornfeld of "People's? CSapltali^m” fame. His Investors Over¬ 
seas Service has obtained control of Resorts International, Inc. 
which had resulted from the reergesiaittion of the Mary Carter Paint 
Company. In July 1968 plans announced by the Cornfeld organi¬ 

zation to build a $40 million luxury aparteent and club complex in 
Florida near the home of Meyer Lansky, Tim Secxirities and Exchange 
Commission has been checking on L'omield's operations over the years 
and reportedly suspects that Investors Overseas Services, because of 
its principle of "confidentiality", may be used to conceal "hot 
money" from criminal operations in the Bahamas and Nevada. The gam¬ 
bling profits could be "laundered" and emerge as "clean money" to be 
Invested in respectable operations anywhere in the world. 

A U. S. grand jury in Miami, Florida has been conducting an in¬ 
vestigation concerning Mafia leaders whose operations cover New York, 
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It is now known that Kissinger controls all intelligence infor¬ 
mation which goes to the White House for President Nixon.

While the masses think ideology is the driving force in revolu¬ 
tion, those who do the planning and plotting know that the most im¬ 
portant thing is MONEY. The involvement of "international bankers" 
in the Communist take-over of Rxissia is well known, while today the 
activities of international bankers and financiers, international 
gangsters and international Co^mlsts are so entwined that one could 
hardly exist without the other* We have been treated to many pious 
investigations and exposures of the Cosa Nostra and politicians 
"linked" to the Mafia, but these exposures are quite selective and 
leave the impression that the Mafia is the ultimate in International 
gangsterism.
